Gentlemen, 

At  the  late  Meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  fol- 
lowing Resolution  was  passed: 

Resolved , That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  requested 
to  address  a circular  to  the  several  Parochial  Clergy  on  behalf  of 
the  Convention  Fund. 

In  obedience  to  the  foregoing,  the  Secretary  has  adopted  the 
present  mode  of  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese 
the  very  important  subject  referred  to  in  the  Resolution. 

The  existing  deficiency  in  the  Fund  induced  the  Convention  to 
make  it  the  topic  of  special  remark;  and  it  is  hoped  that  a convic- 
tion of  the  necessity  of  rendering  the  Treasury  equal  to  the  pres- 
sing and  growing  demands  upon  it,  will  persuade  the  Clergy  to 
bring  the  subject  more  frequently  and  emphatically  to  the  atten- 
tion of  their  people.

ed at  St.  Andrew’s  Church. 

The  chair  being  taken  by  the  Bishop,  the  meeting  proceed- 
ed to  organise.

On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  fora  Secre- 
tary, the  Rev.  Levi  Bull  and  the  Rev.  R.  (J.  Morgan,  being  ap- 
pointed tellers  on  the  part  of  the  clergy  to  receive  their  votes, 
and  Messrs.  OsmonReed  and  J.  S.  Smith,  tellers  to  receive  the 
votes  of  the  laity.  After  repeated  ballots,  not  resulting  in  a 
choice  by  both  orders, on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass, 
it  was  resolved,  that  a committee  of  conference  be  appoint- 
ed of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen,  to  nominate  some  mem- 
ber of  this  body  for  the  office  of  Secretary.  Whereupon,  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Morton  and  Bull,  and  Messrs.  Wm.  H.  Newbold 
and  P.  H.  Nicklin  were  appointed.  They  were  instructed  to 
retire,  and  after  conference,  reported  the  name  of  George  M. 
Wharton,  Esq.,  a lay  deputy  from  St.  James’  Church,  Phila- 
delphia. Whereupon,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  another 
ballot.  The  tellers  having  reported  that  Mr.  Geo.  M.  Whar- 
ton had  received  the  majority  of  the  votes  of  both  orders,  he 
was  declared  elected  accordingly,  as  the  Secretary  of  this 
body. 
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The  Bishop  laid  upon  the  table,  the  official  list  of  all  the 
clergy  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  corrected  up  to  this 
date. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned. 


Philadelphia,  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  )

The  convention  met  and  attended  divine  service.  Morning 
Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Miller,  and  the 
Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  John  Rodney,  after  which 
the  communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
Bishop  Kemper,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Rodney  and  Miller. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  after  service.  The 
Secretary  stated  that  he  had  availed  himself  of  the  offer  of 
his  services  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ducachet,  late  Secretary  of  the 
Convention,  who  would  assist  the  Secretary  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.  The  roll  was  then  called.  The  minutes 
of  yesterday  P.  M.  were  read  and  approved.  The  following 
clergymen  entitled  to  seats,  and  not  present  yesterday,  appear- 
ed and  took  their  seats,  viz:  the  Rev.  Messrs.  F.  W.  Beasley, 
Sami.  Bowman,  Freeman  Lane,  Edward  Y.  Buchanan,  Ly- 
man N.  Freeman,  Alfred  Louderback,  Joshua  L.  Harrison, 
Wm.

The  standing  rules  of  order  were  then  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, as  follows. 

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  a 
form  of  prayer  prescribed  by  the  bishop. 
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2.  When  the  president  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  ad- 
dress the  chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  house,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and 
without  advancing,  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to 
the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate, without  leave  of  the  house. 

0.  A question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  house,  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  de- 
bate, during  the  same  session,  unless  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  house. 

7.  While  the  president  is  putting  any  question,  no  one  shall 
hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or  across 
the  house,  or  read  any  book. 

8.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  any 
question  is  put,  shall,  on  a division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be 
particularly  interested  in  the  decision. 

9.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  house,  un- 
less it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

10.  When  any  question  is  before  the  house,  it  shall  be  de- 
termined on  before  any  thing  new  is  introduced,  except  the 
question  for  adjournment. 

11.  The  question  on  a motion  for  adjournment  shall  be 
taken  before  any  other,  and  without  debate. 

12.  When  the  house  is  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  president  leave  the  chair. 

To  which  was  added,  on  motion,  the  following : 

13.  The  house  shall  hold  two  sessions  every  day,  viz.  from 
9 o’clock,  A.  M.  to  2 o’clock,  P.  M.,  and  from  5 o’clock,  P.  M. 
to  7 o’clock,  P.  M.;  provided  that  the  house  will  not  meet  on 
Wednesday  morning  until  10  o’clock,  nor  adjourn  until  half 
past  2 o’clock. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  such  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  belonging  to  this  Diocese,  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Convention,  and  such  clergymen,  not  belonging  to  this  Diocese, 
and  such  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England  or  of  her  Colo- 
nies, and  such  students  in  divinity  in  the  Episcopal  Church  as 
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may  be  now  in  the  city,  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this 
Convention. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Davis  offered  and  subsequently  withdrew 
a motion  to  admit  the  Rev.  Peter  Van  Pelt  to  a seat  in  the 
Convention,  as  an  infirm  clergyman. 

A list  of  the  clergy  absent  at  the  last  Convention,  was  call- 
ed over,  agreeably  to  Canon  XIV,  Sect.  5,  but  no  one  of  them 
being  present,  answers  were  not  received. 

The  proposed  charter  of  Trinity  Church,  Centreville,  Bucks 
county,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  annual  address. 

ADDRESS. 

Brethren — The  Clerical  and  the  Lay  Members  oj  this 

Convention'. 

The  first  event  1 am  to  announce  to  you,  in  this  my  annual 
communication,  is  the  decease  of  one  of  the  Bishops  of  our 
Church.  On  the  25th  of  August,  the  diocese  of  South  Caro- 
lina was  deprived  by  death  of  its  much  beloved  head,  the 
Right  Rev.  Nathaniel  Bowen.  I was  honoured  in  early  life 
with  the  acquaintance  of  Dr.  Bowen,  and  recollect,  with  great 
satisfaction,  the  high  opinion  I formed  of  his  talent  and  amia- 
bleness. And  since  1 was  promoted  to  the  same  high  office, 
and  have  been  his  companion  in  the  councils  of  the  Church, 
I have  continued  to  regard  with  pleasure  his  exemplary  mild- 
ness and  urbanity.  Dr.  Bowen  was  the  last  survivor  of  the 
five  bishops  who  united  in  my  consecration.  The  diocese  of 
South  Carolina  has  chosen  for  his  successor  the  Rev.  Christo- 
pher Edwards  Gadsden,  D.  D.,  an  eminent  brother  in  the 
ministry,  well  known,  for  his  zeal,  and  devotedness,  and  sound- 
ness in  the  truth,  to  all  of  us  who  have  taken  part  or  interest 
in  the  general  affairs  of  our  branch  of  the  Redeemer’s  king- 
dom. 

It  is  recently  announced  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Elliott  has  been 
chosen  Bishop  of  the  diocese  of  Georgia. 

The  proposed  alteration  of  the  General  Constitution  of  our 
Church,  mentioned  in  my  last  Address,  did  not  come  before 
our  Convention,  as  I supposed  it  would.  On  that  subject,  I 
see  no  occasion  for  further  remarks. 

Of  the  affairs  of  this  diocese,  I make,  in  conformity  with 
Canon  VII,  of  1835,  the  following  statement. 
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1 have  preached,  usually  twice,  and  occasionally  three 
times,  on  every  Sunday  and  principal  Holyday,  including  six 
Sundays  spent  in  Delaware.  In  the  churches  and  places  ot 
worship  in  Philadelphia,  I have  preached  50  times;  and  at  the 
Orphan  House,  once. 

Returning  from  a visit  to  the  diocese  of  Delaware,  I preach- 
ed, in  June  last,  at  Westchester,  twice;  at  Easton,  twice;  at 
Oxford;  at  Frankford;  and  at  Hamiltonville.  In  July,  at  West- 
chester; at  Leacock;  and  near  Paradise;  then,  on  a North  East- 
ern journey,  at  Easton;  at  Honesdale,  three  times;  at  Bethany; 
at  Prompton;  at  Carbondale,  twice;  at  Dundaff;  at  Montrose, 
three  times;  at  New  Milford,  twice;  at  Pike  (Wyalusing 
Creek)  twice;  at  Tovvanda,  twice;  and  in  August,  on  the  same 
journey,  at  Pike,  again;  at  Springville,  twice;  and  at  Wilkes- 
barre,  twice.  Also,  in  August,  at  Lower  Dublin;  at  Plolmes- 
burgh,  twice;  at  New  London  t*l  Roads;  at  West  Marlborough; 
at  West  Whiteland;  and  at  St.  Peter's,  Great  Valley.  In 
September,  at  West  Vincent;  at  Honeybrook;  at  Churchtown; 
at  Morgantown;  at  East  Nantmeal;  at  Phoenixville;  at  Per- 
kiomen;  at  Norristown;  at  Rockdale;  at  Concord;  at  Newtown; 
and  at  Bristol.  In  October,  at  York,  three  times.  In  the 
same  month,  on  a northern  tour,  at  Mauch  Chunk,  twice;  at 
Beaver  Meadow;  at  Bloomsburgh,  twice;  at  Danville,  twice; 
at  Jerseytown,  twice;  at  Sugarloaf,  twice;  at  Orangeville;  at 
Derry;  at  Muncy,  three  times;  at  Milton;  at  Williamsport;  at 
Covington;  at  Wellsborough,  twice;  at  Blossburgh;  at  Sun- 
bury,  twice;  at  Pottsville;  at  Schuylkill  Haven;  at  Reading; 
at  Pottstown,  twice;  and  at  Douglassville,  (Morlattin).  In  No- 
vember, at  Norristown,  three  times;  at  Chester,  twice;  at 
Marcus  Hook;  at  Rockdale;  and  at  Concord.  In  December, 
at  Radnor  Church;  and  at  Lower  Merion.  In  March,  at  Ger- 
mantown; and  at  Lancaster,  twice.  In  April,  at  Phoenixville; 
at  Norristown;  at  Yardley ville;  at  Hulmeville;  and  at  Bristol. 
And  last  Sunday,  I preached  at  Manayunk  twice;  and  at 
Francisville. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Holy  Eucharist  I have  administer- 
ed in  this  diocese  twenty-three  times,  including  all  the  public 
occasions,  and  one  administration  of  it  in  private  to  a sick 
person.  I do  not  find,  by  my  Register,  that  I have  officiated 
at  any  burial.  Of  Baptisms,  I have  performed  and  record- 
ed four,  all  of  children.  I have  solemnised  eleven  marriages. 
My  legal  record  of  baptisms  and  marriages  is  in  the  Parish 
Register  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Philadelphia. 
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I have  administered  the  ordinance  of  Confirmation  61 
times  in  our  congregations,  three  times  in  private  to  sick  per- 
sons, and  twice  in  the  Swedes  Church,  Gloria  Dei;  in  all,  66 
times.  At  Easton,  I confirmed  12  persons,  and  again  5 per- 
sons, total  17.  At  Westchester,  4 persons;  at  Leacock,  3;  at 
Honesdale,  7;  and  again  1,  total  8;  at  Carbondale,  9:  and  again 
1,  total  10;  at  New  Milford,  3;  at  Montrose,  3;  at  Pike,  2;  at 
Springville,  7;  and  one  sick  person  in  private,  total  8;  at 
Wilkes-barre,  5;  at  Lower  Dublin,  8;  at  West  Marlborough,  2; 
in  St.  Peter’s,  Great  Valley,  1;  at  West  Vincent,  7;  at  Honey- 
brook,  6;  at  Morgantown,  3;  at  East  Nantmeal,  3;  at  Perkio- 
men,  2;  at  Rockdale,  22;  and  again  12,  total  34;  at  Bristol,  16; 
at  Mauch  Chunk,  4;  at  Bloomsburgh,  12;  at  Danville,  7;  at 
Sugarloaf,  6;  at  Muncy,  4;  at  Wellsborougb,  8;  and  one  sick 
person  in  private,  total  9;  at  Sunbury,  9;  and  one  sick  person 
in  private,  total  10;  at  Pottsville,  12;  at  Norristown,  12;  at 
Marcus  Hook,  13;  at  Concord,  2;  at  Germantown,  9;  at  Lan- 
caster, 6;  at  Manayunk,  3;  and  at  Francisville,  10. 

In  the  Churches  and  places  of  worship  in  Philadelphia,  I 
have  held  the  following  Confirmations.  In  the  congregation 
of  St.  Mark’s,  Moyamensing,  I confirmed  16  persons.  In 
Emanuel  Church,  Kensington,  5 persons,  and  again  18,  total 
23.  In  St.  Peter’s  Church,  24.  In  St.  Thomas’,  17.  In  the 
Church  of  the  Evangelists,  Southwark,  57,  and  again,  20,  to- 
tal, 77.  In  Trinity  Church,  Southwark,  130.  In  St.  John’s, 
N.  L.  21.  In  St.  Paul’s,  26.  In  the  Church  of  the  Ascen- 
sion, 29.  In  Grace  Church,  80,  and  again,  26,  total,  106.  In 
St.  Andrews,  69.  In  Christ  Church,  46.  In  the  Church  of 
the  Epiphany,  30.  In  St.  Stephen’s,  33.  In  St.  James’,  25. 
In  the  congregation  of  All  Saints,  Moyamensing,  5 persons. 

Since  our  last  Convention,  I have  consecrated  four  Church- 
es. On  the  12th  of  July,  I consecrated  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  Westchester;  a very  beautiful  structure,  of  stone,  the 
general  features  Gothic,  with  a tower  and  spire;  much  credit 
is  due  to  the  congregation,  and  to  the  exertions  of  the  Rev. 
Brother  who  was  the  Rector  of  that  parish  several  months 
before  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone,  and  till  the  building  was 
nearly  completed.  On  the  2d  of  October,  I consecrated  St. 
John’s  Church,  York;  which  house  of  worship  was  erected  in 
1766,  but  never  before  consecrated;  some  repairs  being  ne- 
cessary, the  same  opportunity  was  embraced  for  remodelling 
the  chancel,  desk,  and  pulpit,  and  erecting  a vestry-room,  and 
for  making  various  decorations:  these  alterations,  for  which 
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we  have  to  thank  the  Rector  and  some  zealous  ladies,  have 
greatly  improved  the  building;  and  there  being  now  a vestry- 
room,  the  surplice  has  been  introduced.  On  the  24th  of  No- 
vember, I consecrated  Calvary  Church,  Rockdale,  another 
tasteful  edifice,  with  Gothic  features,  substantially  built  of 
stone,  handsomely  finished,  and  beautifully  furnished;  and 
while  I award  commendation  to  the  congregation  for  this  good 
work,  I am  sure  I fulfil  only  their  desire,  and  will  be  second- 
ed by  all  who  know  the  peculiar  instrumentality  of  our  suc- 
cess in  that  parish,  in  mentioning  particularly  the  liberality 
and  persevering  devotedness  of  RichardS.  Smith,  Esq  , and 
the  generous  arrangements  of  the  present  Rector,  the  Rev. 
Alfred  Lee.  On  the  20th  of  December,  I consecrated  St. 
Thomas’  (African)  Church,  in  this  city,  which  had  been  re- 
modelled throughout,  and  very  greatly  improved ; when  first 
spoken  with  concerning  its  consecration,  I suggested  that  that 
office  must  have  been  already  performed,  as  it  was  first  oc- 
cupied for  worship  in  1796  or  1797  ; but  on  referring  to  se- 
veral old  persons,  they  declared  that  such  was  not  the  fact, 
that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Magaw  preached  in  it  the  first  sermon,  and 
that  Bishop  White  was  not  present;  by  no  one  was  a surmise 
to  the  contrary  expressed;  and  our  Convention  journals,  of  that 
period,  though  they  refer  to  the  ordination  of  the  first  minis- 
ter of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  Absalom  Jones,  (a  colored  man,) 
and  record  what  is  now  our  eighth  Revised  Regulation,  con- 
tain no  hint  of  the  performance  of  the  dedicating  rite;  nor  was 
the  office  of  Consecration  set  forth  till  the  year  1799  ; for  all 
these  reasons,  I complied  with  the  request  of  the  Rector  and 
Vestry  to  consecrate  the  renovated  building;  and  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  say,  that  1 ascribe,  under  God,  the  unity,  zeal,  and 
energy  of  the  flock  which  have  effected  this  improvement,  to 
the  faithful  and  prudent  labours  of  their  worthy  and  accepta- 
ble pastor. 

At  Wellsborough,  I was  to  have  consecrated  the  new 
church, while  there  in  October  last;  but,  in  spite  of  the  greatest 
exertions,  it  was  not  quite  ready ; the  pews,  &c.,  wanted  only 
painting,  but  the  plastering  was  yet  unfinished:  the  exterior 
is  beautiful.  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Pittsburgh,  is  ready  for 
consecration. 

On  the  24th  of  May,  the  day  after  the  adjournment  of  our 
last  Convention,  I laid  the  corner-stone  of  St.  Luke’s  Church, 
in  this  city;  which  edifice  is  rapidly  approaching  its  comple- 
tion. On  Easter  Tuesday,  the  21st  of  April,  I laid  the  corner- 
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stone  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Phoenixville.  Other  churches,  not 
before  reported,  are  erecting  at  Schuylkill  Haven;  at  or  near 
Centreville,  Buckingham  Township,  Bucks  county;  at  Beaver 
Falls;  at  Manalen,  Fayette  county,  and  at  Tovvanda. 

In  the  Swedes  Church,  Gloria  Dei,  I preached  in  Februa- 
ry, and  confirmed  15  persons;  and  again  in  April,  I preached 
there,  and  confirmed  30  persons;  total  confirmed  45. 

No  duty  affords  me  higher  gratification,  than  recording  the 
kindness,  and  ready  and  pressing  hospitality,  with  which  I am 
every  where  welcomed,  in  performing  these  widely  diffused 
ministrations.  May  God  be  the  recompense  of  the  estimable 
friends  who  have  done  me  these  good  offices! 

Within  this  diocese,  I have  held,  since  our  last  meeting,  the 
following  Ordinations:

On  Sunday,  July  7th,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Phila- 
delphia, I admitted  Mr.  Erastus  B.  Foot,  (of  the  diocese  of 
Delaware,)  and  Mr.  John  J.  McElhinny,  to  the  holy  order  of 
Deacons. 

On  Sunday,  July  14th,  in  Christ  Church,  Leacock,  I ad- 
mitted Air.  Edwin  N.  Lightner,  an  alumnus  of  the  General 
Seminary,  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons. 

On  Sunday,  July  2Sth,  in  St.  Paul’s  Churchp Montrose,  I 
admitted  the  Rev.  Walter  E.  Franklin,  and  the  Rev.  George 
P.  Hopkins,  deacons,  to  the  holy  order  of  Priests. 

On  Friday,  September  27th,  in  Emanuel  Church,  Kensing- 
ton, Philadelphia,  I admitted  the  Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton,  the  Rev. 
John  Gorden  Maxwell,  and  the  Rev.  James  B.  Nobiit, deacons, 
to  the  holy  order  of  Priests. 

On  Friday,  October  25th,  in  Trinity  Church,  Pottsville,  I 
admitted  the  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Miller,  deacon,  to  the  holy  order 
of  Priests. 

On  Sunday,  December  15th,  in  Grace  Church,  Philadelphia, 
I admitted  Mr.  Samuel  W.  Hallowell,  and  Mr.  Henry  Brown, 
to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons.  Mr.  Brown  was  a candidate 
in  the  diocese  of  Maryland,  and  I ordained  him  at  the  request 
of  the  Standing  Committee  of  that  diocese. 

On  Ash  Wednesday,  March  4th,  in  St.  James’  Church, 
Philadelphia,  I admitted  the  Rev.  Oliver  A.  Shaw,  deacon,  to 
the  holy  order  of  Priests. 

On  Sunday,  April  26th,  in  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Yardley- 
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ville,  I admitted  Mr.  Alexander  Forbes  Dobb  to  the  holy  or- 
der of  Deacons. 

I have  given  Letters  of  Dismission  to  the  Rev.  Edwin 
W.  Wiltbank,  to  the  diocese  of  Connecticut — to  the  Rev. 
Nicholas  Hoppin,  to  that  of  Massachusetts— to  the  Rev.  James 
B.  Noblit,  to  that  of  Maryland — to  the  Rev.  William  B.  La- 
cey, D.  D.  to  that  of  Louisiana — to  the  Rev.  Isaac  Smith,  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  Bishop  Kemper — to  the  Rev.  Charles  E. 
Pleasants,  to  the  diocese  of  Maryland — to  the  Rev.  P.  T. 
Babbit,  to  the  diocese  of  New  Jersey — to  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Kil- 
likellv  to  the  diocese  of  Indiana — and  I have  transferred  the 
Rev.  Henry  F.  M.  Whitesides,  the  Rev.  John  Reynolds,  and 
the  Rev.  Corry  Chambers,  to  the  diocese  of  Delaware. 

I have  received  and  accepted  Letters  of  Dismission  to  this 
diocese — on  June  20th,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  George  P.  Hop- 
kins, from  the  diocese  of  Maryland — on  July  1st,  in  behalf  of 
the  Rev.  Corry  Chambers,  from  the  diocese  of  Maryland — on 
July  2d,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  James  B.  Noblit,  from  Bishop 
Moore — on  August  6th,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  John  R.  Good- 
man, from  Bishop  Brownell,  acting  for  the  diocese  of  Alabama 
— on  August  27th,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Horace  L.  Conolly, 
from  Bishop  Griswold — on  September  16th,  in  behalf  of  the 
Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton,  from  Bishop  Doane — on  November  1st,  in 
behalf  of  the  Rev.  Enos  Woodward,  deacon,  from  Bishop 
Mcllvaine — on  December  14th,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Lewis 
Jansen,  from  Bishop  Griswold — on  January  4th,  in  behalf  of 
the  Rev.  Amos  D.  McCoy,  from  Bishop  B.  T.  Onderdonk — 
on  March  1 0th,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Brown,  deacon, 
from  Bishop  Doane,  acting  for  the  diocese  of  Maryland — on 
April  15th,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Robert  G.  Hays,  deacon, 
from  Bishop  Polk,  acting  for  Bishop  Brownell  in  Alabama — 
on  May  15th,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Herman  Dyer,  from  Bishop 
Mcllvaine. 

On  the  14th  of  December,  I allowed  six  months  leave  of 
absence  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Natt,  whose  health  required  him  to 
spend  the  winter  in  a warmer  latitude.  And  I have  added 
six  months  to  the  eighteen  months  leave  of  absence  before 
granted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  May.  I have  also  given  six  months 
leave  of  absence  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tyng,  whose  health  has  been 
greatly  impaired. 

We  have  in  this  diocese  23  candidates  for  Holy  Orders; 
the  list  of  whom  I now  hand  to  your  Secretary.  Mr.  Edward 
Bournes  I have,  transferred  to  the  diocese  of  Western  New 
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Fork;  and  Mr.  Alexander  Shiras,  to  the  diocese  of  Virginia. 
On  September  5th,  I admitted  to  the  candidateship  Joshua 
Weaver  and  Edward  C.  Jones;  on  September  25th,  John  D. 
Bryant;  on  November  5tb,  Milton  Clarkson  Lightner;  on  De- 
cember 3rd,  Samuel  Hawkesley;  on  January  7th,  William 
M.  Burton,  late  a Methodist  minister;  on  April  7th,  Joseph 
M.  Ly  brand;  and  on  April  23rd,  George  Watson.  Mr.  Bryant 
has  since  withdrawn  his  name. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Newton  is  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
the  Holy  Trinity,  Westchester;  the  Rev.  Enos  Woodward,  of 
Christ  Church,  Alleghany;  the  Rev.  Henry  Brown,  of  St. 
Mark’s  Church,  Lewistown;  the  Rev.  Lewis  Jansen,  of  St. 
David’s  Church,  Manayunk;  and  the  Rev.  John  H.  Marsden, 
of  Christ  Church,  Huntington,  including  Christ  Church  Chapel, 
Petersburgh,  Adams  county,  he  having  relinquished  the  Fe- 
male Academy  at  Gettysburgh,  on  account  of  ill  health.  The 
Rev.  Tobias  H.  Michell  has  left  Mercer,  and  become  the 
Rector  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Waterford.  The  Rev.  Oliver 
A.  Shaw  has  charge  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Phcenixville, 
Christ  Church,  Pottstown,  and  St.  Gabriel’s  Church,  Douglass- 
ville  (Morlattin.)  The  Rev.  Willie  Peck  is  the  Rector  of 
St.  James’  Church,  Perkiomen,  besides  St.  David’s  Church, 
Radnor.  The  Rev.  John  J.  McElhinney  has  charge  of 
Trinity  Church,  Connelsville,  and  the  congregation  at  Union- 
town,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kerr,  who  has  accepted  a call 
to  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Moyamensing.  The  Rev.  Horace 
L.  Conolly  has  charge  of  All  Saints’  Church,  Moyamensing, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bryant  having  resigned.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Breint- 
nall  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Zion  Church,  Spring  Gar- 
den. The  Rev.  Dr.  Cruse  has  resigned  his  office  at  the  Ab- 
beville Institute.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Kirke  has  resigned  his 
charge  at  Yardleyville  and  Ilulmeville,  and  is  the  head  of  an 
incorporated  Seminary  in  Chester  county.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Burnham  has  resigned  his  charge  at  Mauch  Chunk,  and  taken 
that  of  Yardleyville.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Pendleton,  having  re- 
moved from  the  diocese  of  Delaware  to  that  of  Virginia,  has 
ceased  to  perform  missionary  duty  at  New  London  f*!  Roads 
and  West  Marlborough.  The  Rev.  A.  D.  McCoy  is  Assistant 
to  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Philadelphia. 
The  Rev.  S.  W.  Hallowell  is  Assistant  to  the  Rector  of  St. 
Andrew’s  Church,  Philadelphia.  The  Rev.  Robert  G.  Hays 
officiates  at  Towanda  and  neighbouring  places.  The  Rev. 
William  H.  Qdenheimer  is  the  Rector  of  St.  Peter’s  Church.,

Philadelphia.  The  Rev.  Heman  Dyer  is  the  Rector  of  St. 
Paul’s  Church,  Laceyville.  The  Rev.  Edwin  N.  Lightner  is 
the  Missionary  at  Muncy  and  Williamsport.  The  Rev.  L.  N. 
Freeman  has  transferred  his  missionary  services,  from  St.  Pe- 
ter’s Church,  Pike  Run,  to  Grace  Church,  Manalen.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Lambert,  of  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts,  officiates 
temporarily  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Philadelphia.  The  Rev. 
J.  R.  Goodman  is  the  Principal  of  an  Incorporated  Academy 
at  Reading;  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Rees  is  the  Principal  of  an  Incor- 
porated Academy  at  Westchester.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Buel 
has  accepted  a call  to  St.  James’  Church,  Schuylkill  Haven, 
but  is  not  yet  transferred  to  this  diocese. 

To  no  topic  of  my  annual  communication  to  this  Council  of  the 
Church,  do  I advert  with  greater  satisfaction,  than  to  the  un- 
wearied energy  and  continued  usefulness  of  our  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  this  State.  To  this  admirable 
institution  is  due,  under  God,  the  far  greater  portion  of  the  in- 
crease of  the  Church  in  Pennsylvania,  beyond  what  was  left 
it  after  the  war  of  the  Revolution;  and  it  continues  to  labour, 
unfatigued,  and  with  as  great  success  as  can  be  expec  ted  among 
a population  generally  ignorant  of  our  principles  and  mode  of 
worship,  and  too  frequently  either  prejudiced  against  them, 
or  not  disposed  to  enquire  into  their  merits.  For  such  a popu- 
lation, quiet  and  persevering  effort  is,  though  a^slow,  the  only 
method  from  which  a good  result  may  be  hoped  for;  and  our 
Society  fulfils  completely  this  difficult  function,  continually  en- 
deavouring to  build  up  our  few  and  scattered  materials,  with 
such  others,  and  these  also  but  too  few,  as  the  course  of  things 
may  bring  within  our  influence,  yet  without  an  intrusive  and 
proselyting  interference.  I call  this  Society  “ours;”  for  it 
is  so,  both  in  spirit,  in  common  feeling  and  common  interest, 
and  also  in  form,  as  it  was  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  our 
Diocese  at  the  first  meeting  after  it  was  established,  in  the  vear 
1812,  and  the  adoption  was  recognised  anew,  when  our  whole 
legislation  was  revised  in  the  year  1829.  For  this  cherished  in- 
strument of  the  prosperity  of  our  Zion,  I ask  your  constant 
and  increasing  bounty;  which  you  may  be  sure  from  past  ex- 
perience, will  be  faithfully  applied.  Speak  often  of  its  claims 
among  the  congregations  to  which  you  respectively  belong ; 
and  urge  them,  as  they  love  their  Church,  as  they  love  this 
Commonwealth,  to  be  generous  to  our  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.  Its  anniversary  was 
celebrated  on  the  evening  of  the  Epiphany  in  St.  James’ 
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Church  in  this  city,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clemson  being  the  preacher. 
And  the  Report  announced  the  very  creditable  fact,  that  an 
average  of  more  than  20  missionaries  had  been  constantly  em- 
ployed through  the  preceding  year,  29  including  the  various 
changes,  and  10  young  men  aided  in  their  preparation  for  the 
ministry— all,  at  the  very  moderate  outlay  of  about  $3700 — 
“the  preaching  of  the  word,  and  the  ministrations  of  the  bles- 
sed Gospel,”  being  “ to  nearly  60  congregations,”  organised 
or  unorganised.

In  the  department  of  Education  for  the  Ministry,  this  So- 
ciety perseveres  in  its  very  laudable  efforts.  There  are  now 
under  the  care  of  the  Education  Committee,  six  beneficiaries; 
of  whom  five  are  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary  of 
our  Church,  and  one  is  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
During  the  past  year,  three  of  its  beneficiaries  have  been  or- 
dained. This  is  an  important  branch  of  the  functions  of  our 
Society;  and  it  is  most  faithfully  and  usefully  discharged.  And 
it  adds  to  the  claim  the  Society  has  to  the  patronage  of  all 
the  members  of  this  diocese. 

To  the  same  generosity  I commend  also  the  Female  Epis- 
copal Tract  Society,  which  is  auxiliary  to  our  principal  in- 
stitution. Its  publications  do  good  service  to  the  cause  of 
Christianity  and  the  Church. 

Our  two  Prayer  Book  Societies  are  now  well  known,  both 
within  the  diocese  and  beyond  it;  andthey  both  deserve  a much 
larger  bounty  than  they  have  ever  vet  received.  The  Bishop 
White  Prayer  Book  Society,  rather  than  deny  any  request 
for  books,  has  incurred  a debt,  which  fully  entitles  it  to  a 
double  amount  of  contribution.  The  Prayer  Book  of  the  La- 
dies’ Society,  which  is  the  standard,  is,  beyond  comparison, 
the  most  accurate  of  all  the  editions  of  our  invaluable  liturgy. 

The  diocesan  Sunday  School  Society  is  useful  in  its  sphere 
of  action.  But,  as  the  general  arrangements  belong  to  the 
General  Union  of  our  Church,  and  the  practical  business  and 
details  to  each  particular  school,  that  sphere  of  action  cannot 
be  large. 
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The  Corporation  for  the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Children 
of  deceased  Clergymen  deserves  more  of  the  attention  of  my 
Rev.  brethren,  and  of  the  vestries  of  our  parishes,  than  has 
hitherto  been  given  it. 

It  was  not  convenient  for  me  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  last  June;  but  it  appears  from  the  report  that 
it  is  prosecuting  its  important  duties.  At  the  meeting  of  the 
Trustees  of  our  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  at  its 
commencement,  I was  present,  and  gladly  add  my  testimony 
to  its  continued  usefulness  to  the  Church.  Its  income  is  still 
far  below  its  expenditure;  a fact  which  ought  to  be  argument 
enough  with  Churchmen  to  extend  to  it  a much  larger  gener- 
osity. 

And  now,  brethren,  my  statement  being  complete,  I detain 
vou  no  longer  from  the  further  business  for  which  you  are 
assembled.  In  all  that  shall  be  said,  and  in  all  that  shall  be 
done,  may  God  grant  us  all  right  understanding  and  a right 
heart,  the  gracious  illumination  of  his  Holy  Spirit;  that  our 
proceedings  may  be  to  his  glory,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
blessed  Lord  and  Saviour!

Resolved,  That  section  1st  of  the  2d  Revised  Regulations 
be  so  amended  as  to  strike  out  the  following  words — “ after 
viva  voce  nominations  of  the  candidates.  In  case  but  one  is 
put  in  nomination,  the  balloting  shall  be  dispensed  with” — and 
insert  as  follows: 

If  on  the  first  ballot  no  candidate  shall  have  a majority  of 
all  the  votes,  the  next  ballot  shall  be  taken  for  the  three  can- 
didates who  had  the  highest  number  of  votes;  and  if  on  the 
second  ballot  no  candidate  shall  have  a majority  of  all  the 
votes,  the  two  candidates  who  had  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  then  alone  be  balloted  for.  The  resolution  was 
laid  on  the  table. 
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The  Committee  appointed  in  the  morning  to  report  upon 
the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  Convention,  presented  the 
following  Report. 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  have  examined  the

The  Committee  of  the  last  Convention  on  the  subject  of  the 
reception  of  certain  Swedes’  Churches  into  union  with  the 
Convention  reported  as  follows,  through  their  Chairman,  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Dorr. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  “ referred  so  much  of  the 
Bishop’s  Address”  to  the  Convention  of  1838,  as  relates  to  the 
admission  of  certain  Swedes’  Churches  into  union  with  this 
Convention,  beg  leave  to  report  progress,  and  ask  leave  to  be 
continued,  to  report  at  the  next  annual  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  was  continued. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred at  the  last  Convention,  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Wm.  H. 
Newbold  having  reference  to  the  relief  of  infirm  clergymen, 
presented  the  following  report. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  “ to  in- 
quire into  the  practicability  of  devising  means  for  the  relief 
of  clergymen  of  this  diocese,  prevented  by  physical  inability 
from  the  discharge  of  their  ministerial  functions,  and  if  deem- 
ed practicable,  to  report  a plan  to  this  Convention,”  respect- 
fully report,  that  they  are  endeavouring  to  collect  all  neces- 
sary information,  but  not  having  yet  been  able  to  agree  upon 
a plan,  they  ask  leave  to  be  continued,  to  report  at  the  next 
annual  Convention. 

The  Committee  was,  on  motion,  continued. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd  called  up  the  following  resolution  laid 
on  the  table  at  the  last  Convention — see  Journal,  page  29,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  a Committee  of  five  clergymen,  with  the 
same  number  of  laymen,  be  appointed  to  inquire  whether  the 
Rubrics  attached  to  the  catechism  of  the  Church,  so  far  as 
they  respect  the  catechetical  instruction  therein  contem- 
plated, are  complied  with;  or  how  far  they  are  so  complied 
with— and  whether  some  means  may  not  be  recommended  by 
this  Convention,  which,  under  God’s  blessing,  may  tend  to  the 
more  general  “training  up” of  the  children  of  the  Church  in 
the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Church.

Resolved,  That  any  Clergyman  of  this  Church,  having  a 
parish  or  missionary  charge,  who  shall  find  it  expedient  on 
account  of  bodily  health  to  diminish  or  omit  his  public  labours 
for  a time,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  inform  the  Bishop  of  it,  who 
shall  lay  the  matter  before  the  Standing  Committee,  and  also 
report  the  fact  to  the  Convention  next  ensuing. 

On  motion,  this  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Theodore  F.  Sit- 
greaves  and  Horace  E.  Wolf, lay  deputies  from  Trinity  church, 
Easton,  was  read. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  presented  the  following  re- 
port. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  report,  that  the  charter  of  in- 
corporation of  Trinity  church,  Freeport,  Armstrong  county. 
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having  been  found  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution  and  Canons,  they  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Trinity  Church,  Freeport,  Armstrong  coun- 
ty, be,  and  hereby  is,  admitted  as  a member  of  this  Conven- 
tion. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Rev.  Mr.  Clemson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  seconded: 

Resolved,  That  the  rectors  or  lay  deputies  of  such  churches, 
as  have  not  made  collections  in  behalf  of  the  Convention  Fund, 
be  required  to  give  a reason  for  having  failed  to  do  so. 

Resolved,  That  the  churches  of  the  diocese,  be  requested 
at  some  period  within  the  four  months  next  succeeding  the 
meeting  of  this  Convention,  to  make  a special  collection  or 
contribution  in  aid  of  said  fund. 

The  questions  on  the  resolutions  were  put  severally.  The 
first  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Binney  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  2d  re- 
solution, which  was  accepted  by  the  mover. 

Provided,  That  if  any  of  the  said  churches  have  already  as- 
signed, or  shall  assign,  a day  for  a like  special  collection,  to 
happen  at  any  time  before  the  meeting  of  the  next  Conven- 
tion, the  day  so  assigned  shall  be  considered  as  the  period  for 
this  collection,  in  regard  to  such  churches,  though  more  than 
four  months  from  this  date. 

The  resolution  thus  amended  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kelly  offered  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  request- 
ed to  address  a Circular  to  the  several  Parochial  Clergy,  on 
behalf  of  the  Convention  fund. 

Mr.  Binney  called  up  his  amendment  to  1st  Section  of  2d 
Revised  Regulations;  and  asked  leave  to  substitute  the  following 
in  the  place  of  that  offered  yesterday;  leave  being  granted, 
it  was  offered  as  follows: 

If  on  the  first  ballot,  no  candidate  shall  have  a majority  of 
votes  of  both  the  orders,  the  next  ballot  shall  be  for  the  candi- 
dates of  each  order  having  the  highest  votes,  not  exceeding  two 
on  each  side,  and  if  no  election  shall  take  [place,  the  next 
ballot  shall  be  for  that  candidate  of  each  order  who  on  the 
preceding  ballot  shall  have  had  the  highest  vote.  Provided, 
that  if  the  last  ballot  shall  not  be  successful,  the  Convention 
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may  take  such  order  in  the  premises  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient, the  same  not  being  contrary  to  the  Constitution. 

A division  of  the  question  being  called  for  by  the  mover,  the 
question  was  first  taken  on  striking  out  the  words  referred  to 
from  1st  Section  of  2d  Revised  Regulations. 

The  motion  to  strike  out  was  carried.  The  question  then 
came  up  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  viz.  the  addition 
to  the  said  Section  1,  2d  Revised  Regulations — when  it  was 
lost. 

Mr.  Nicldin  moved  that  the  next  annual  Convention  be 
held  in  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  May,  1841,  at  six  o’clock,  P.  M.,  which  was  seconded. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kelly  offered  the  following  amendment,  to 
strike  out  “ St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Philadelphia,”  and  insert 
“St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Harrisburgh.” 

Mr.  Nicklin  moved  to  amend  the  amendment,  by  striking 
out  “ St.  Stephen’s  Church,  Harrisburgh,”  and  inserting 
“Trinity  Church,  Pittsburgh.” 

This  amendment  was  lost. 

The  question  on  the  first  amendment  was  put.  The  ayes 
and  noes  were  called  by  five  members,  and  having  been  taken 
by  orders,  were  as  follows.

Total,  35  18 

The  Chair  pronounced  that  the  amendment  was  carried. 

Amotion  was  then  made  to  adjourn,  and  lost. 

The  question  then  came  up  on  the  Resolution  as  amended. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Morton  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  “St. 
Stephen’s  Church,  Harrisburgh,”  and  inserting  “ St.  James’ 
Church,  Philadelphia,”  which  was  seconded. 

Mr.  Nicklin  moved  to  amend  further  by  inserting  “ Christ 
Church,  Reading,”  which  was  seconded. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Talbot  moved  to  lay  the  whole  matter  on  the 
table,  which  was  lost. 

The  question  then  recurred  on  Mr.  Nicklin’s  amendment, 
and  it  was  lost. 

The  question  was  then  put  on  the  Rev.  Mr.  Morton’s 
amendment,  and  it  was  lost. 
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The  resolution  as  amended  was  then  carried. 

A motion  was  made  to  adjourn  sine  die  and  lost. 
The  Convention  then  adjourned. 


St.  Andrew’s  Church,  )

The  Convention  met.  The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes 
read  and  approved. 

The  charter  of  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Phcenixville,  passed  by 
the  Standing  Committee,  was  laid  on  the  table.  Also,  the 
charter  of  Trinity  Church,  Centreville,  Bucks  county,  (approv- 
ed by  the  Standing  Committee.)  They  were  both  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Charters. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Newbold  offered  the  following  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  addition  be  made  to  the  3d 
Section  of  the  1st  Revised  Regulation  of  1829,  to  take  effect 
at  the  next  annual  Convention,  viz: 

The  Parochial  reports  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  shall, 
after  having  been  presented  to  the  Bishop,  be  returned  to  them, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  submitted  to  the  Convention,  and 
such  parts  thereof,  as  the  Bishop  may  direct,  read  before  it, 
by  the  Clergymen  respectively,  or  in  their  absence  by  the  Se- 
cretary— which  was  carried. 

The  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports  of  the  clergy  was 
continued  and  completed. 

The  Committee  on  charters  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Charters  report,  that  on  examination 
they  find  the  charters  of  Incorporation  of  Trinity  Church, 
Centreville,  Bucks  county,  and  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Phcenix- 
ville, to  be  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  Canons; 
and  recommend  that  said  Churches  be  admitted  as  members 
of  this  Convention. 

Edward  Y.  Buchanan. 

On  motion,  the  said  two  Churches  were  received  into  union 
with  this  Convention. 

Rev.  Dr.  Boyd  moved,  as  follows. 

“ Resolved,  That  a Committee  be  appointed  to  inquire 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  action  can  be  had  on  the  part 
of  this  Convention,  to  procure  the  institution  and  support  of 
a weekly  or  monthly  religious  periodical,  which  shall  be  un- 
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der  the  control  and  direction  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of 
the  diocese,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention;”  which  was 
carried;  and  a Committee  of  five  appointed;  consisting  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Boyd,  Rev.  Dr.  Dorr,  Rev.  Mr.  Coleman,  J.  S.  New- 
bold,  T.  Robins. 

The  members  of  the  Convention  joined  in  the  singing  of  the 
last  four  verses  of  the  99th  Psalm  of  the  selection;  when  after 
the  benediction  of  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine 
die.

Report  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Adderly,  Missionary,  at  St.  Ann’s  Church,  Red  Bank 
and  St  Michael’s  Church,  Wayne  township,  Armstrong  County. 

St.  Ann’s  Church. 

Baptisms,  adults,  3;  infants,  5;  total,  8;  congregation,  fami- 
lies, 16;  communicants,  added,  4;  total,  33;  marriages,  1;  bu- 
rials, 1;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  40;  other  days,  3;  total, 
43;  children  catechized,  in  Sunday  school;  Sunday  school,  1; 
teachers,  8;  pupils,  49;  collections,  Episcopal  Fund,  $2;  Socie- 
ty for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  $2. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  supper  has  been  administer- 
ed to  this  congregation  twice  during  the  last  year,  once  by 
the  Rev-  Air.  Killikellv,  and  once  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  White  of 
Butler.  The  contemplated  building  of  which  I spoke  in  my 
report  last  year,  has  not  been  erected  in  consequence  of  the 
pressure  of  the  times. 

St.  Michael’s  Church. 

Baptisms,  infants,  1 ; communicants,  present  number,  49 ; 
marriages,  1;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  10;  Sunday  school, 
1;  male  teachers,  5;  male  pupils.  20;  female  teachers,  1;  female

I took  charge  of  this  congregation  in  November  last  in  con- 
nection with  St.  Ann’s  Church,  devoting  one  third  of  my  time 
to  its  spiritual  welfare:  my  report  of  this  Church  is  at  present 
imperfect,  in  consequence  of  my  inability  to  procure  its  re- 
gister. 

In  addition  to  the  above  services,  I have  preached  at  the 
following  places,  in  Butler  twice,  Freeport  twice,  Pittsburgh 
once,Alleghenvtown  six  times,  St.  Paul’s,  Beaver  county,  three 
times,  Fallston  once,  Kittanning  six  times. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Win.  Adderly,  Missionary,  Rector  of  St.  Peter’s  Church, 
Beaver  Falls,  and  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Beaver  County. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Beaver  Falls. 

Baptisms,  adults,  1;  infants,  4;  total,  5;  congregation,  fami- 
lies, about  20;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  40;  collection,  Bish- 
op White  Prayer  Book  Society,  S2  75. 

The  erection  of  a house  of  worship,  anticipated  in  my  last 
report,  was  commenced  late  last  autumn,  and  resumed  this 
spring,  and  it  is  hoped  by  the  first  of  August,  the  basement 
story  will  be  ready  for  our  use.  By  request  of  the  vestry, 
an  effort  was  made  by  the  Rector  last  spring  to  obtain  pe- 
cuniary assistance,  to  enable  the  congregation  to  accomplish 
this  object,  when  about  S500  was  collected.  The  Rector 
would  take  this  method  of  expressing  his  thankfulness  to  the 
vestries  of  ChristChurch,  and  St.  James’  Church,  Philadelphia, 
for  $50  each  to  the  above  object,  as  also  to  many  individuals 
(whose  names  he  is  not  at  liberty  to  mention,)  to  whose  liber- 
ality he  feels  himself  indebted.  Assistance  is  yet  wanted;  would 
some  other  Churches  also  make  a similar  donation  to  that 
of  Christ  and  St.  James’  Churches,  it  would  help  this  congre- 
gation out  of  many  difficulties,  and  would  be  gratefully  remem- 
bered. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Beaver  County. 

Baptisms,  infants,  11;  congregation,  families,  27;  communi- 
cants, added,  0;  present  number,  64;  public  services,  on  Sun- 
days, 48;  other  days,  8;  total,  56;  Sunday  schools,  1;  teachers, 
male  and  female,  6;  pupils,  45:  collections,  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity,  $2,50;  Prayer  Book  Society,  $2,50; 
other  purposes,  $36. 
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This  congregation  still  continues  to  grow  in  numbers,  and 
what  is  still  more  desirable,  1 trust  in  grace  and  the  knowledge 
of  the  Lord. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Henry  Alden,  Principal  of  the  Philadelphia  High 
School  for  Young  Ladies. 

I have  been  enabled  without  interruption,  to  perform  the 
severe  though  very  pleasant  duties  of  my  station  ; and  with 
gratifying  success,  in  relation  both  to  the  mental  and  religious 
improvement  of  the  students.  I record  with  gratitude  that  a 
considerable  number  have  become  hopefully  pious,  have  rati- 
fied their  baptismal  vows,  and  have  been  admitted  to  full  com- 
munion with  the  Church. 

1 have  officiated  occasionally  for  our  city  parochial  Clergy, 
at  the  Orphan’s  Asylum  and  at  the  House  of  Refuge;  also  se- 
veral times  in  the  Diocese  of  New  York. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Thos.  G.  Allen,  City  Missionary. 

As  by  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1835,  every 
Clergyman  not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church, 
shall  report  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  his  diocese,  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed,  I therefore  present 
the  following  view  of  my  movements. 

I continue  acting  in  the  capacity  of  a City  Missionary, 
under  the  Philadelphia  Mission. 

For  the  year,  up  to  this  date,  I have  officiated  in  the  service 
of  the  Church  on  a few  occasions,  when  I have  not  lectured 
or  preached.  I have  administered  or  assisted  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  on  12  occasions. 
I have  baptized  68  persons.  In  preaching,  lecturing,  &c.,  I 
have  officiated  on  206  occasions.  I have  married  33  couples. 
I have  officiated  on  86  funeral  occasions. 

During  the  year,  up  to  March  12th,  my  pastoral  visits  have 
been  1505,  1468  of  them  to  the  sick  and  afflicted.  There  has 
been  distributed  23  bibles,  47  prayer  books,  and  81,978  pages 
of  tracts;  in  which  is  included  45,000  pages  of  the  tract,  Morn- 
ing and  Evening  Prayer  for  Children  and  Youth,  &c. 

My  monthly  appointment  at  the  Widow’s  Asylum,  and  at 
the  Wills’  Hospital;  also  my  weekly  appointment  at  the  Mag- 
dalen Asylum,  and  at  my  own  house,  are  continued.  I have 
no  other  regular  appointments, but  I officiate  during  the  week, 
and  on  the  Lord’s  Day,  as  the  Lord  in  his  providence  directs. 

In  my  general  movements,  I still  endeavour  to  act  as  a friend 
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to  all  who  may  resort  to  me,  or  to  whom  I may  be  directed  in 
circumstances  of  need,  whether  of  body,  mind  or  soul. 

The  Lord  has  continued  his  blessing  on  my  imperfect  efforts, 
and  to  him  be  all  the  praise  forever.  Amen. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Andrews,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Pitts- 
burgh. 

Communicants,  added,  36;  died  or  removed,  7;  suspended,  2; 
present  number,  101;  baptisms,  adults,  3;  infants,  11;  marriages, 
4;  burials,  11;  Sunday  school,  teachers,  15;  scholars,  80;  col- 
lections, Domestic  missions,  $50;  foreign,  $50;  other  purposes, 
$25  61. 

The  congregation  have  erected  during  the  past  year,  a large 
and  expensive  church,  which  must  be  their  apology  for  not 
contributing  more  largely  to  the  institutions  of  the  Church. 

Public  worship  has  been  held  twice  on  every  Sabbath  when 
the  congregation  had  a place  of  worship,  for  want  of  which 
there  was  only  a night  service  during  a part  of  the  year. — 
There  has  been  a weekly  lecture,  and  during  Lent,  public 
worship  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  night.  I have  continued 
to  officiate  at  Lawrenceville  at  the  request  of  the  Vestry  of 
St.  John’s  Church,  once  in  four  weeks  in  the  afternoon  of  Sun- 
day, when  not  prevented  bv  ill  health. 

In  November  last,  at  the  solicitation  of  the  vestry  of  St. 
Paul’s  Church,  I accepted  the  temporary  charge  of  that 
Church,  and  officiated  there  once  in  two  weeks  in  the  af- 
ternoon of  Sunday,  until  the  11th  of  May,  when  the  Rev. 
Heman  Dyer  was  elected.  During  the  winter  I received 
some  valuable  aid  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  McElhinny.  Of  those 
who  have  been  added  to  the  Church,  one  has  commenced  a 
course  of  study  preparatory  to  the  ministry. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R,  Frederick  Burnham,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
Yardley ville,  Bucks  County. 

The  Rev.  R.  Frederick  Burnham  reports,  that  he  was  the 
minister  of  St.  Mark’s  congregation,  Mauch  Chunk,  North- 
ampton county,  from  the  27th  January,  183y,  until  the  27th 
of  February,  1S40.  At  the  latter  date  he  resigned.  Since 
then, but  two  or  three  Sundays  have  elapsed  on  wffiich  he  has 
not  officiated.  Since  the  5th  of  April  he  has  officiated  every 
Sunday,  two  Sundays  excepted,  at  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
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Yardleyville,  Bucks  County.  He  is  now  the  rector  of  that 
parish,  and  Missionary  at  Yardleyville.  His  parochial  duties 
were  assumed  on  the  3d  inst. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Breck,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Wellsborough, 

Tioga  County. 

Congregation,  families,  50;  adults,  161;  children,  136;  total, 
297;  baptisms,  adults,  5;  total,  5;  confirmed,  0;  communicants, 
added,  12;  present  number,  12;  marriages,  5;  burials,  2;  pub- 
lic services,  on  Sundays,  93;  other  days,  18;  total,  111;  chil- 
dren catechized,  50;  times  4;  Sunday  schools,  male  1;  teach- 
ers, 2;  pupils,  27:  female,  1;  teachers,  5;  pupils,  45;  total, 
schools,  2;  teachers,  7;  pupils,  72 ; bible  classes,  1;  members, 
7;  collections,  Episcopal  Fund,  SIS. 

I am  thankful  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Church  is  grow- 
ing in  the  love  and  esteem  of  the  people  generally,  and  that 
this  parish  promises  by  God’s  blessing  to  be  an  important  sta- 
tion to  assist  in  extending  the  Church  through  the  adjoining 
counties.  The  Bishop’s  visit  was  a source  of  gratification  and 
pleasure  to  all.  Our  Church,  which  we  commenced  in  the 
Spring,  was  completed  by  the  end  of  November;  it  was  open- 
ed for  Divine  service  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent.  Much 
praise  is  due  to  the  congregation,  as  they  have  not  received  as- 
sistance from  abroad.  I have  preached  occasionally  at  dif- 
ferent places  through  the  county;  at  Tioga,  a village  seven- 
teen miles  to  the  north  east,  I have  preached  on  the  evening 
of  every  third  Sunday. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull,  Rector  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  Chester  County, 

St.  Thomas’  Church,  Morgan  Town,  Berks  County,  and  Bangor  Church, 

Church  Town,  Lancaster  County. 

St.  Mary's  Church,  Chester  County . 

Baptisms,  adults,  1;  children,  5;  total,  6;  communicants,  83; 
Sunday  school  of  fifty  children,  taught  by  10  teachers. 

St.  Thomas'  Church , Morgan  Town , Berks  County. 

Communicants  about  40;  Sunday  school  teachers,  10;  pu- 
pils, 40. 

Bangor  Church,  Church  Town,  Lancaster  County, 

Baptisms,  3;  communicants,  45;  l Sunday  school;  60  pupils; 
10  teachers. 
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Report  of  tlie  Rev.  Henry  Brown,  Rector  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Lewistown, 

Mifflin  County. 

Congregation,  families,  30;  adults,  GO;  children,  55;  total, 
115;  baptisms,  adults,  1;  infants,  4;  total,  5;  communicants, 
added,  6;  present  number  about  20;  burials,  2;  public  services 
on  Sundays,  60;  other  days,  20;  total,  80;  children  catechised, 
25;  times,  3;  Sunday  schools,  male,  1;  teachers,  5;  pupils,  25; 
female,  1;  teachers,  6;  pupils,  35;  total,  schools,  2;  teachers,  11; 
pupils,  GO;  bible  classes,  2;  members,  18. 

'The  present  incumbent  having  had  charge  of  the  parish 
but  a short  time,  he  is  not  able  to  state  what  amount  has 
been  collected  during  the  past  year  for  the  various  Societies 
of  the  Church;  neither  has  he  been  able  to  give  as  correct  a 
report  as  he  could  wish  of  the  state  of  the  congregation;  it 
having  been  much  broken  up  during  the  time  it  was  without 
a rector.  There  seems,  however,  to  be  at  this  time  a pros- 
pect of  usefulness.  Our  Sunday  school  has  much  increased 
during  the  last  two  months.  The  congregation  is  yet  small, 
but  most  of  them  are  true  friends  of  the  Apostolic  Church. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  William  Bryant,  late  Missionary. 

In  consequence  of  some  dissatisfaction  with  regard  to  the 
amount  of  visitation  which  I was  necessarily  restricted  in  from 
the  want  of  support,  I judged  it  most  expedient  to  withdraw 
from  my  field  of  labour.  Accordingly,  on  the  2nd  of  February, 
1840, 1 preached  my  farewell  sermon.  Since  that  time  I have 
preached  in  different  places;  and  I have  also  assisted  in  some 
of  our  city  churches  on  communion  occasions. 

Since  my  last  report  to  last  February,  I baptised  in  All 
Saints’  Church,  Moyamensing,  sixteen  children;  received  two 
persons  into  communion;  present  communicants,  fifty-three.  I 
have  sojemnized  one  marriage,  and  performed  about  ninety 
public  services  on  Sundays  and  other  days.  I catechized 
the  children  monthly;  this  exercise  was  always  followed  by , a 
lecture  on  the  catechism. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  P.  Teller  Babbit,  late  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Erie. 

The  charge  of  this  parish  I have  resigned.  Communicants, 
added,  15;  whole  number,  59;  baptisms,  adults,  3;  whole  num- 
ber, 22;  marriages,  9;  funerals,  7. 

Regular  services  twice  on  each  Sunday,  excepting  three. 
1 have  officiated  five  times  in  other  churches,  and  five  times 


in  distant  parts  of  my  parish.  Regular  service  once  on  each 
day;  Thanksgiving-day,  Christmas-day,  Christmas-eve;  Ash- 
Wednesday;  Good-Friday,  Easter-eve,  Ascension-day,  and 
also  twice  each  week  during  the  season  of  Lent,  when  portions 
were  read  from  the  Homilies. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Boyd,  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Northern  Liber- 
ties, Philadelphia. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  VII  of  1835,  and  of 
Canon  XIII,  of  this  diocese,  I herewith  hand  you  a statement 
of  the  number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  and  of  persons 
confirmed  in  the  parish  since  my  last  report;  also  of  the  num- 
ber of  communicants,  with  a statement  of  such  other  matters 
of  fact  as  will  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  parish. 

Baptisms,  adults,  8;  infants,  26;  total,  34;  confirmed,  21; 
communicants, present  number,  205;  marriages,  12;  burials,  13; 
public  services,  on  Sundays,  2 ; other  days,  one  regular  service, 
besides  the  great  festivals  and  fasts.  During  Lent,  there  was 
public  service  every  Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  in  Passion 
week  every  day;  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  twice  in  the  day; 
children  catechised  regularly  by  the  teachers  in  the  Sunday 
schools,  and  from  time  to  time  by  the  Rector.  Sunday  schools, 
3;  teachers,  24;  pupils  as  last  year;  collections  for  the  Episco- 
pal Fund,  $10;  Convention  Fund,  $7,60;  Society  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Christianity,  $70;  Missionary  and  other  pur- 
poses, 850. 

According  to  a suggestion  which  you  made  in  a letter  ad- 
dressed to  your  clergy  during  the  past  year,  for  the  purpose 
of  procuring  greater  uniformity  in  the  mode  of  performing  di- 
vine services  in  the  Churches,  recommending  that  morning  and 
evening  prayer,  with  all  the  other  parts  of  public  worship 
he  performed  in  the  Chancel  and  at  the  Altar,  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  inform  you  that  1 immediately  laid  the  subject  of 
your  communication  before  the  vestry  of  St.  John’s,  and  that 
they  promptly  complied  with  my  request,  and  made  such  al- 
teration as  was  practicable  to  enable  me  better  to  conform 
to  your  wishes.  The  whole  of  our  services  for  public  wor- 
ship in  the  Church,  are  now  performed  at  the  altar,  except 
the  sermon,  and  the  closing  collect  or  collects  and  benediction. 

Since  the  last  annual  report,  an  important  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  mode  of  providing  the  revenue  which  may  be 
necessary,  for  the  support  of  the  rector,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. The  system  of  selling  and  renting  pews  has  been  dis- 
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pensed  with,  and  a return  attempted  to  the  scriptural,  primi- 
tive, and  apostolic  example  of  relying  upon  the  voluntary  of- 
ferings of  the  Lord’s  people,  and  of  other  devout  persons,  to 
be  made  from  week  to  week,  on  the  Lord’s  day,  and  “reve- 
rently presented”  on  the  altar. 

As  long  ago  as  November,  1835, 1 addressed  a communica- 
tion to  the  vestry,  which  began  with  the  following  paragraph, 
from  which  you  will  be  able  to  see  at  a glance  what  has  led 
to  the  aforesaid  change.  “The  object  of  my  preaching  for 
some  time  past  has  been  to  produce  upon  your  minds,  the  con- 
viction, which  has  been  very  distinctly  impressed  upon  my 
own,  that  the  religion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  we 
profess,  calls  for,  and  demands,  on  the  part  of  his  disciples, 
a far  greater  separation  from  the  world,  and  a far  higher  de- 
votion to  the  service  of  God  than  has  generally  been  thought 
necessary.” 

In  order  to  the  attainment  of  the  object  that  I proposed, 
the  communication  above  mentioned  contained  several  sug- 
gestions, as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  principle  which  I ad 
vocated,  might  be  carried  out. 

To  carry  out  the  principle  I suggested,  “ it  seems  important 
in  order  to  the  proper  religious  influence  of  the  Church  upon 
the  surrounding  population  of  the  district  in  which  we  live, 
that  some  other  method  should  be  adopted  to  raise  the  reve- 
nue for  the  regular  expenses  of  the  Church.  The  present 
system  of  pew  rents  operates  in  many  ways  unfavorably  upon 
the  cause  of  religion.  If  it  could  be  so  that  the  doors  of  St. 
John’s  might  be  thrown  open  to  the  poor  and  the  unconcern- 
ed, by  thousands  of  whom  we  are  immediately  surrounded, 
then  would  “our  light  shine,”  and  “the  glory  of  the  Lord 
would  arise  upon  us.” 

The  subject  thus  presented,  was  always  kindly  entertained 
by  the  vestry,  to  whom  I communicated  in  the  first  instance, 
and  through  them  to  the  Church.  My  communications  were 
respectfully  entertained,  and  in  several  instances  ordered  to 
be  printed  and  distributed  among  the  members  of  the  Church. 

In  August  last  it  was  resolved,  to  dispense  with  the  pew 
rents,  from  and  after  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September  then 
following,  and  to  restore  the  primitive  practice  of  iveekly  of- 
ferings. Since  that  time  this  order  has  been  observed.  I 
am  sorry  to  say  it  has  not  yet  answered  my  expectations  and 
my  prayers;  principally,  I believe,  if  not  entirely,  from  want 
of  faith  on  the  part  of  the  Church;  and  want  of  wisdom  on  the 
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part  of  him  who  has  been  chiefly  instrumental  in  bringing 
about  the  change. 

A few  weeks  before  Easter  Sunday  last,  I felt  myself  com- 
pelled to  give  notice  to  the  vestry,  that  my  receipts  from  the 
weekly  offerings,  after  the  payment  of  the  incidental  expenses, 
were  actually  insufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  my  family, 
and  that  unless  I was  sustained  in  the  effort  which  I was 
making,  I would  be  under  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  some 
other  means  of  support.  Four  weeks  after,  finding  that  there 
was  very  little  change  for  the  better,  I gave  public  notice  on 
the  Lord’s  day,  that  I would  resign  the  Rectorship  of  the 
Church  on  the  Sunday  after  Easter,  and  state  my  reasons  for 
so  doing.  In  taking  this  step  1 felt  that  it  would  be  a sore  trial, 
but  it  seemed  to  me  there  was  no  alternative,  and  that  I would 
be  justified  in  your  sight,  and  before  the  church. 

Immediately  upon  giving  this  notice,  meetings  were  called  of 
the  members  of  the  church, both  male  and  female;  from  which  I 
received  assurances,  by  committees,  who  waited  upon  me,  that 
it  was  the  general  wish,  and  expressed  with  much  affection  and 
kindness,  that  I should  not  resign  ; from  which  I inferred  that 
there  would  be  a disposition  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the 
church,  to  conform  to  the  principle  involved  in  the  change 
made,  as  well  as  from  a wish  expressed  by  the  said  committees, 
to  confer  with  me  upon  the  best  mode  of  bringing  about  a con- 
certed and  united  action. 

On  the  24th  of  April,  the  Sunday  after  Easter,  instead  of 
resigning  my  charge,  and  thus  rending  the  ties  of  many  years, 
I gave  notice  that  I would  retain  my  position,  indulging  the 
hope  that  the  church  would  yet  occupy  the  high  and  command- 
ing position  of  primitive  and  apostolic  conformity. 

As  yet  I look  upon  the  effort  as  in  the  progress  of  experi- 
ment. Many  hearts  are  interested  in  its  success,  and  I have 
reason  to  think  many  prayers  are  continually  ascending  to  the 
throne  of  grace.

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  B.  Clemson,  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension, 

Philadelphia. 

This  Church  has  enjoyed  the  same  measure  of  prosperity 
in  the  last  year  that  has  attended  it  from  its  commencement. 
It  continues  to  grow  and  strengthen,  and  we  trust  many  have 
been  added  to  it  of  such  as  shall  be  saved.  It  occupies  a field, 
which  in  a spiritual  aspect,  is  large  and  inviting;  and  the  rec- 
tor, while  he  has  found  much,  very  much  comfort  in  his  peo- 
ple and  his  work,  experiences  great  happiness  in  knowing 
that  his  labour  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Collections  have  been  made  for  different  charitable  and  re- 
ligious objects,  but  particularly  for  those  specified  by  Conven- 
tional recommendation.  The  contributions  have  been  neces- 
sarily small,  owing  to  the  infant  state  of  the  parish,  and  the 
constant  requisitions  that  are  made  on  it  for  the  supply  of  its 
own  wants.  Its  other  statistics  are  as  follows.  Baptisms,  in-

The  past  year  has  been  eminently,  to  both  pastor  and  peo- 
ple, a season  of  “refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.” 
He  has  been  pleased,  in  his  rich  mercy,  to  “ send  down  upon 
us  the  healthful  spirit  of  his  grace,”  and  to  “ pour  upon  us  the 
continual  dew  of  his  blessing.”  Indeed,  we  can  never  be  suf- 
ficiently grateful  for  the  high  degree  of  spiritual  prosperity 
with  which  this  parish  has  been  favored. 

Nor  is  our  condition  in  other  respects  less  gratifying.  The 
temporal  affairs  of  the  Church  were  never  before  in  so  flour- 
ishing a state,  and  the  Vestry  are  engaged  in  several  valua- 
ble and  permanent  improvements.  I omitted  to  state  in  my 
last  annual  report,  that  a lot  of  ground  adjoining  the  Church 
had  been  purchased,  as  an  addition  to  our  Cemetery,  for  about 
$3000.  This  has  since  been  divided  into  thirty-five  smaller 
lots,  thirty-two  of  which  have  been  already  sold  to  members 
of  the  congregation;  and  the  whole  will  defray  the  expense  of 
the  purchase,  and  also  of  a neat  and  substantial  iron  railing, 
with  which  the  lot  is  now  enclosed.  Several  vaults  have 
been  erected  by  the  owners,  and  the  ground  otherwise  im- 
proved and  ornamented.  Recently,  another  adjoining  lot  has 
been  purchased,  for  the  same  purpose,  at  about  the  same  cost; 
and  the  Church  property  is  now  bounded  by  two  main  streets, 
Catharine  and  Queen.  A brick  building  of  22  by  57  feet,  is 
about  to  be  added  to  the  southern  end  of  the  Church  edifice, 
which  will  furnish  us  with  a commodious  Lecture  room,  and 
ample  accommodations  for  our  Sunday  schools.  The  funds 
raised  for  this  purpose,  by  the  ladies  of  the  parish,  amount  to 
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nearly  g2000,  and  the  interest  in  it  evinced  by  the  congrega- 
tion, justifies  the  confident  expectation  that  no  difficulty  will 
be  experienced  in  obtaining  the  sum  which  may  be  necessary 
to  complete  the  important  undertaking. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Henry  W.  Ducachet,  D.  D.  Rector  of  St.  Stephen’s  Church, 

Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  adults,  10;  children,  63;  total,  73;  confirmed,  33; 
marriages,  17;  burials,  15.  Of  the  communicants  the  exact 
number  is  not  known.  An  unusually  large  number  have  been 
received  during  the  past  year;  and  the  total  is  estimated 
moderately  at  250.  Of  public  services,  on  Sundays,  there 
have  been  112;  and  on  other  days,  being  principally  the  fes- 
tivals and  fasts  of  the  Church,  54;  total,  100.  The  children, 
as  usual,  are  frequently  catechized  in  the  Sunday  school;  and 
have  been  regularly  catechized,  and  instructed  by  familiar 
expositions  and  lectures,  every  Sunday  afternoon  during  Lent, 
and  up  to  this  time. 

Contributions  have  been  made,  but  not  yet  paid  in,  for  the 
general  Theological  Seminary,  the  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book 
Society,  and  the  support  of  the  Episcopate;  for  the  Advance- 
ment Society,  $269.03;  for  the  Convention  fund,  g50;  for  the 
Parish  Sunday  school,  $115.25;  besides  $125  subsequently 
subscribed  by  individuals.  By  collections  and  subscriptions, 
quite  as  libera],  it  is  believed,  as  customary,  considerable  sums 
of  money  have  been  raised  for  various  purposes  of  charity 
and  religion;  but  the  amount  cannot  be  accurately  stated. 
What  is  ascertained  to  have  been  received,  amounts  to 
$1214.68. 

I rejoice  to  say,  that  for  years,  I have  not  had  the  satisfac- 
tion of  seeing  so  much  seriousness  among  the  people  of  my 
charge  as  I have  witnessed  lately.  The  weekly  lectures  in 
the  Church,  the  services  of  Lent,  and  especially  the  solemn 
exercises  of  Passion  week,  were,  I have  reason  to  hope,  bless- 
ed to  a most  encouraging  extent  to  our  spiritual  improvement. 
I continue  the  practice  of  having  divine  service,  and  deliver- 
ing an  explanatory  lecture  on  the  Saints’  days,  and  other  holy 
days  of  the  Church.  I have  always  found  these  services  to 
command  interest,  and  secure  a good  attendance.  And  they 
have  afforded  me  the  very  best  opportunities  of  instructing 
my  people  in  the  principles  and  institutions  of  the  Church.  1 
see  the  wisdom,  and  realize  the  benefit,  of  these  well  ordered 
seasons,  more  and  more  every  year.  With  many  discourage- 
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meats  arising  from  prevailing  thoughtlessness,  vvorldliness,  and 
irreligion,  I can  truly  say  that  1 have  never  seen  more  to 
incite  me  to  give  myself  zealously  and  actively  to  the  work 
of  the  ministry,  for  the  perfecting  of  the  saints  and  the  edify- 
ing of  the  body  of  Christ. 

This  is  my  sixth  annual  report  to  this  Convention.  In  the 
five  years  of  my  incumbency  in  this  parish,  there  have  been 
baptized  360,  of  whom  38  have  been  adults;  127  have  been 
confirmed;  about  150,  (an  average  of  30  per  annum,)  have 
been  admitted  to  the  communion;  there  have  been  76  mar- 
riages, and  116  funerals.  There  have  been  667  public  servi- 
ces on  Sundays,  and  196  on  other  days,  making  a total  of  863 
occasions  of  public  worship.  I have  preached  643  times,  80 
times  out  of  my  own  parish. 

There  have  been  raised  in  the  parish  for  various  charitable 
and  religious  purposes,  $8,204  80;  (an  average  of  more  than 
$1600  per  annum,)  besides  the  private  donations  and  subscrip- 
tions, which  cannot  be  known  with  correctness;  and  $12,514  32 
have  been  cleared  of  the  debt  of  the  corporation. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  A.  F.  Dobb,  Deacon. 

Since  my  ordination  on  Sunday,  April  26th,  I have  per- 
formed divine  service,  and  preached  ten  times;  five  times  at 
Bristol,  during  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  Rev.  W.  S.  Perkins, 
in  consequence  of  family  affliction:  three  times  at  Hulmeville; 
once  at  Newtown,  and  once  in  the  chapel  of  St.  James’  Hall. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Douglass,  Rector  of  St.  Thomas’  Church,  in  the  City 

of  Philadelphia. 

Congregation,  families,  92;  adults,  about  400;  children,  180; 
total,  580;  baptisms,  adults,  2;  infants,  11;  total,  13;  confirmed, 
17;  communicants,  added,  8;  died  or  removed,  6;  present  num- 
ber, 109;  marriages,  8;  burials,  20;  public  services,  on  Sun- 
days, 108:  other  days,  20;  total,  128;  Sunday  schools,  male,  1; 
teachers,  9;  pupils,  108;  female,  1;  teachers,  11;  pupils,  110; 
total,  schools,  2;  teachers,  20;  pupils,  208;  collections, Society 
Adv.  of  Christianity,  Sl2;  total,  $12. 

Our  church,  which  during  last  summer  and  fall  was  being 
renewed,  has  since  been  completed  and  given  general  satisfac- 
tion. The  cost  has  been  about  five  thousand  dollars,  and  con- 
sidering the  embarrassed  state  of  the  currency,  we  have  been 
signally  blessed  in  raising  the  means  to  meet  our  engagements. 
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The  sum  yet  remaining  unpaid,  does  not  exceed  eleven  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  it  is  calculated,  that  the  resources  of  the 
church,  will  enable  the  vestry  to  meet  this  claim,  when  it  shall 
have  become  due.  To  these  indications  of  the  temporal  pros- 
perity, we  rejoice  to  add,  that  the  spiritual  condition  and  pros- 
pects of  the  Parish,  are  such  as  to  afford  abundant  cause 
of  thankfulness  to  the  Father  of  mercies,  without  whose 
special  blessing,  a Paul  may  plant,  and  an  Apollos  water  in 
vain. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Jacob  M.  Douglass,  Rector  of  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Fran- 
cisville,  Philadelphia  County. 

Baptisms,  adults,  4;  infants,  31;  total,  35:  marriages,  2;  fu- 
nerals, 5,  confirmed,  10;  communicants,  removed,  4;  died,  1;

The  Rector  has  great  pleasure  in  speaking  of  what  the  Lord 
has  effected  in  his  church.  The  interest  taken  in  religion  in 
our  city  last  winter,  was  felt  in  Francisville.  The  church 
was  exceedingly  well  attended,  and  deep  seriousness  seemed 
to  pervade  all  classes.  Among  those  who  experienced  a work 
of  grace,  was  an  old  woman,  of  the  age  of  96,  who  wras  pub- 
licly baptized.  Not  unto  us,  but  unto  thy  name,  0 Lord,  be 
the  praise.  The  temporal  interests  of  the  church  are  slowly 
improving,  and  the  vestrv  are  making  efforts  to  pay  the  debts 
of  the  church,  and  to  raise  a salary  for  the  Rector.  He  still 
has  cause  to  state  that  the  church  is  too  small,  and  that  the 
interests  of  our  Zion  would  be  improved,  could  the  church  be 
enlarged. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Charles  M.  Dupuy. 

In  consequence  of  the  improved  state  of  my  health,  I am 
enabled  to  report,  that  during  the  preceding  year,  I have 
preached  generally  once,  and  sometimes  twice  on  Sundays. 
My  services  have  been  given  in  attending  to  the  calls  of  many 
partially  supplied  congregations  in  the  country;  in  assisting 
my  brethren,  preaching  in  the  prisons,  and  visiting  the  sick. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  George  C.  Drake,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Bloomsburg, 
and  Missionary  to  Christ  Church,  Jersey  Town,  and  St.  Gabriel’s  Church, 

Sugar  Loaf,  Columbia  County. 

St.  Paul's  Church , Bloomsburgh. 

Congregation,  families,  49;  baptisms,  adults,  1;  infants,  6; 
total,  7;  confirmed,  12;  communicants,  added,  15;  removed,  2; 
present  number,  79;  marriages,  3;  at  Muncy,  1;  burials,  6; 
public  services,  on  Sundays,  59;  other  days,  47;  total,  106; 
children  catechized  in  the  Sunday  school;  Sunday  schools,  1; 
male  teachers,  9;  female,  14;  male  pupils,  41;  female,  47;  total, 
teachers,  23;  pupils,  8S:  bible  classes,  1;  attendance  irregular; 
collections,  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Christianity,  $3  48; 
Convention  Fund,  $4  35;  Sunday  school  contribution  to  mis- 
sions, (50  cts.  whereof  by  a visitor,)  Si  01^;  total,  $8  84^. 

The  communion  has  been  administered  during  the  past  year 
four  times  in  this  congregation.  The  church  was  opened  for  di- 
vine service  on  the  feast  of  the  Nativity;  and  on  the  day  appoint- 
ed by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  for  Prayer  and  Thanksgiving 
to  Almighty  God,  for  the  fruits  of  the  earth,  and  all  other 
blessings  of  his  merciful  Providence.  Lectures  on  confirma- 
tion were  delivered,  in  anticipation  of  the  Bishop’s  visit  to  the 
congregation,  with  evident  profit.  The  surplice  has  been  in- 
troduced in  this  church,  but  not  without  some  dissatisfaction. 
The  non-contents  comprise  a small  minority;  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped,  that  time  and  “a  return  to  a better  mind,”  will  remove 
their  objections  to  so  decent  and  comely  a habit. 

Christ  Church , Jersey  Town. 

Congregation,  families,  16;  baptisms,  infants,  2;  communi- 
cants, present  number,  26;  burials,  3;  public  services,  on  Sun- 
days, 5;  week-days,  6;  contributed  by  ladies  of  this  congrega- 
tion for  Missionary  purposes,  S8  55. 

The  communion  was  administered  in  this  church  upon  the 
Bishop’s  visit  in  October  last.  The  reasons  for  the  small 
amount  of  labour  in  this  parish  during  the  past  year,  can 
scarcely  be  stated  within  the  limits  assigned  to  these  remarks; 
they  are,  however,  well  known  to  the  Bishop;  and  also  to  the 
society  under  whose  patronage  the  missionary  was  sent  there. 
Suffice  it  to  say  what  was  withdrawn  from  them,  was  bestow- 
ed upon  the  other  departments  of  my  missionary  field.  Here- 
after, the  missionary  sum,  it  is  expected,  will  reach  to  its  usual 
amount. 
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St.  Gabriel's  Church , Sugar  Loaf. 

Baptisms,  infants,  7;  confirmed,  6;  communicants,  added,  4; 
embraced  heresy  and  left  the  church,  3;  present  number,  20; 
marriages,  2;  burials,  2;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  1 1;  other 
days,  13;  total,  24;  children  catechized  in  the  church,  20; 
times,  1;  at  parents’  houses  frequently;  collections,  Episcopal 
Fund,  Si;  Soc.  Adv.  of  Christianity,  j§4;  Convention  Fund,  $1; 
total,  $6. 

The  wolf  entered  our  fold,  and  caught  away  three  of  the 
flock;  but  the  effect  has  been  to  make  the  rest  to  run  the 
closer  together.  The  Lord’s  supper  has  been  administered  in 
the  church  three  times  during  the  past  year.  The  Church  was 
opened  for  divine  service  on  Good  Friday.  A very  promising 
beginning  has  been  made  by  this  congregation,  to  raise  by  sub- 
scription, an  amount  sufficient  to  plaster  and  board,  “their  log 
church  in  the  woods.” 


Orangeville. 

The  regular  worship  celebrated  here,  is  on  the  same  Sun- 
day with  that  at  Sugar  Loaf.  Though  these  places  are  14 
miles  apart,  the  distance  is  overcome  without  much  difficulty. 
It  may  be  well  imagined,  that  the  missionary  would  wish  to 
rest  his  weary  head,  after  such  a service,  particularly  when 
the  baptismal  and  communion  service,  as  sometimes  occur,  are 
to  be  performed  at  the  same  time;  and  he  has  no  brother  “at 
leisure,”  or  within  call  to  help  him. 

The  services  at  Orangeville  are  as  follows: — on  Sunday, 
13;  week-day,  1;  burials,  2;  marriage  1. 

Out  of  my  own  parishes,  I have  preached  10  times,  admin- 
isted  the  holy  communion  twice,  baptised  one  child,  and  as- 
sisted at  other  services,  on  three  other  occasions. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Davis. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I have  baptised  two  infants,  and 
buried  one;  and  have  officiated  publicly  some  twelve  or  more 
times,  by  preaching  and  performing  divine  service  jointly  or 
separately. 

I had  an  application  in  the  fall,  to  take  charge  of  a congre- 
gation for  the  winter,  that  would  be  content  with  one  service 
a week,  and  in  which  there  was  said  to  be  signs  of  religious 
improvement;  but  since  1 could  render  occasional  and  irregular 
services  only,  without  committing  an  outrage  upon  my  health, 
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the  injury  to  myself  was  certain,  and  the  prospect  of  render- 
ing any  considerable  benefit  to  the  parish  under  the  circum- 
stances, doubtful.  It  was  therefore  declined. 

At  present,  1 am  about  re-publishing  Chillingsworth’s  “Re- 
ligion of  Protestants,”  and  trust  that  the  employment  as  well 
as  the  enterprize,  will  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Dorr,  D.  D.  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  City  of 

Philadelphia. 

Congregation,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  220  families; 
baptisms,  adults,  17;  infants,  56;  total,  73;  confirmed,  46;  com- 
municants,  added,  91:  died  or  removed,  23;  present  number, 
31S;  marriages,  16;  burials,  34;  public  services,  on  Sundays, 
104;  other  days,  154;  total,  258;  children  catechized,  300;  on 
the  first  Sunday  afternoon  of  each  month,  “ openly  in  the 
church,”  in  the  presence  of  the  whole  congregation;  Sunday 
schools,  male,  1;  teachers,  10;  pupils,  45:  female,  2;  teachers, 
40;  pupils,  200;  bible  classes,  3;  members,  35;  teachers,  3 ; 
total,  schools,  3;  teachers,  53;  pupils,  280;  collections, Episcopal 
Fund,  $50  ; Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity, 
$2S0;  Missionary  and  other  religious  and  charitable  purposes,

The  plan  of  quarterly  collections  for  church  objects,  con- 
tinues successful;  the  amount  contributed  through  this  me- 
dium, the  past  year,  (notwithstanding  the  pecuniary  distress  in 
our  city  and  country,)  is  somewhat  larger  than  the  preceding 
year.  The  general  condition  of  the  parish  is  prosperous — the 
number  confirmed  and  admitted  to  the  communion  has  been 
greater  than  any  previous  year.  For  these  tokens  of  the 
divine  favor,  the  Rector  desires  to  express  his  gratitude  to 
that  God  who  alone  giveth  the  increase;  and  who  has  seen  fit 
thus  to  bless  his  imperfect  ministrations. 
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Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Diehl. 

I report  that  I have  been  occupied  during  the  past  year., 
in  the  regular  exercise  of  my  ministry,  in  connexion  with  the 
Swedish  Churches. 

I have  also  devoted  a small  portion  of  my  time  to  St.  Tho- 
mas’ Church,  Whitemarsh,  Montgomery  county.  The  con- 
gregation worshipping  in  the  above  church,  is  small,  yet  its 
members  are  punctual  in  their  attendance,  serious  and  devout 
in  their  demeanour.  There  have  been  six  added  to  the  com- 
munion since  my  last  report  to  the  Convention. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Lyman  N.  Freeman,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Brownsville, 
Fayette  County,  and  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Pike  Run,  Washington  County. 

Christ  Church,  Fayette  County. 

Congregation,  families,  43;  baptisms,  infants,  4;  communi- 
cants, added,  G;  died,  1;  removed,  7;  present  number,  51;  mar- 
riages, 6;  burials,  5;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  104;  other 
days,  66;  total,  166;  Sunday  schools,  male,  1;  teachers,  5;  pu- 
pils, 50;  female,  1;  teachers,  10;  pupils,  50;  total,  schools,  2; 
teachers,  15;  pupils,  100;  bible  classes,  1;  members,  11;  col- 
lections, Convention  fund,  $7,96;  Society  Advancement  of 
Christianity,  $ 15,56;  Missionary  and  other  purposes,  $424,89. 

Besides  the  services  enumerated  in  the  above  report,  there 
are  to  be  added,  preaching  twice  at  New  Haven,  thrice  at 
Uniontown,  and  twice  at  Steubenville.  The  state  of  this 
parish  is,  in  some  respects,  more  prosperous  than  it  was  last 
year.  The  Sunday  school  is  more  flourishing;  it  is  now  under 
the  direction  of  a very  efficient  and  zealous  superintendant; 
has  a large  and  well  selected  Library;  a competent  and  faith- 
ful Librarian,  and  teachers,  who  are  regular  and  diligent  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office.  It  is  due  to  a few 
young  ladies,  who  are  pupils  in  the  school,  to  say,  that  the 
Library  was  mainly  procured  by  the  results  of  their  industry 
in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  fancy  and  useful  articles,  and 
their  solicitations  of  money  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  due  also  to  other  young  ladies  of  the  congregation, 
that  we  bear  our  testimony  to  the  zeal  and  love  which  they 
manifest  to  the  cause  of  their  Redeemer,  in  the  diligent  use 
which  they  make  of  their  needle,  that  they  may  “ make  his 
ways  known  upon  earth;  and  his  saving  health  unto  all  nations.” 
Woman,  last  at  the  cross,  and  first  at  the  tomb  of  her  Saviour, 
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will  ever  be  first  and  last  in  every  work  which  has  for  its  ob- 
ject the  extension  of  his  kingdom  and  the  glory  of  his  name. 

The  public  services  of  this  parish  are  well  attended,  the 
responses  generally  and  audibly  made,  and  the  attention  to 
the  preached  word  fixed  and  solemn.  But  notwithstanding 
all  these  favourable  things,  the  Rector  has  to  lament  that  so 
few  have  been  brought,  by  means  of  his  labours,  into  the  fold 
of  Christ;  that  so  few  have  been  given  him  as  seals  to  his 
ministry.  In  this,  however,  as  in  all  other  things,  he  must 
acknowledge  the  divine  sovereignty;  that  the  conversion  of 
the  soul  is  not  of  “ Paul  who  planteth,  nor  of  Apollos  who 
watereth;  but  of  God  who  giveth  the  increase.”  The  reli- 
gious services  which  the  Church  has  so  well  and  wisely  pre- 
scribed, for  the  holy  season  of  Lent,  were  regularly,  and  as 
we  trust,  faithfully  performed;  but  the  fruit  of  them  is,  in  a 
great  measure,  yet  to  be  reaped.  May  it,  when  realized,  be 
ripe,  sound,  and  abundant. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Pike  Run,  Washington  County. 

Of  this  parish  the  Rector  has  only  to  say,  that  he  preached 
as  usual,  one  fourth  of  his  time  in  the  Church  during  the  sum- 
mer and  fall  months,  but  discontinued  his  services  during  the 
winter.  In  discontinuing  them,  two  reasons  actuated  him: 
First,  his  health  was  too  delicate  to  weather  the  storms  that 
he  would  have  had  to  encounter  in  continuing  them.  Second, 
he  felt  convinced  that,  though  they  should  be  continued,  they 
would  be  unavailing. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  Walter  E.  Franklin,  Rector  of  Dyberry  Parish,  (including 

Grace  Church,  Honesdale,  and  Truth  Church,  Bethany,)  in  Wayne  Co. 

Baptisms,  adults,  3;  infants,  9;  total,  12;  confirmed,  8;  com- 
municants, added,  10;  removed,  4;  present  number,  31:  mar- 
riages, 2;  burials,  4;  children  catechized  3 times.  One  Sun- 
day school,  which  contained  a short  time  ago  about  23  male 
and  27  female  scholars,  with  9 teachers,  the  school  has  since 
somewhat  decreased.  Public  services  held  in  the  parish  on 
Sundays,  have  been  in  Honesdale,  91;  in  Bethany,  24;  other 
days  in  Honesdale,  22;  in  Bethany,  1;  total,  138.  1 have  also 

officiated  on  Sundays,  12  times  in  Canaan,  and  5 times  in 
Salem,  and  on  other  days,  10  times  in  Prompton,  and  once  in 
each  of  the  following  places,  Waymart,  Dundaff,  Clarkstown, 
Mount  Pleasant,  and  Germanville.  At  Salem  on  the  last 
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Sunday  1 officiated  there,  I called  a meeting  of  such  as  were 
favourable  to  the  establishment  of  regular  services  in  that 
place,  and  a Committee  was  appointed  to  endeavour  to  pro- 
cure for  one  third  of  his  time  the  services  of  the  Rev.  G.  L. 
M’Kim,  of  Carbondale.  Collections,  Society  Advancement 
of  Christianity,  SI  6,05^;  Convention  fund,  S3;  Bishop  White 
Prayer  Book  Society,  SS,S5i;  Sunday  school,  S6,17^;  total, 
834,08*. 

Besides  this,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  ladies  of  Grace 
Church  held  a fair  on  the  4th  of  July,  with  the  proceeds  of 
which  a bell  has  been  procured,  weighing  about  600  pounds, 
and  the  Church  painted  inside  and  outside. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Richard  D.  Hall,  Rector  of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  West 

Philadelphia. 

Congregation,  families,  about  25;  baptisms,  infants,  3;  com- 
municants, added,  3;  total,  30;  marriages,  3;  burials,  4;  pub- 
lic services,  on  Sundays,  52;  on  other  days,  2;  total,  54;  col- 
lection for  Convention  fund,  $2. 

The  attendance  on  public  worship  is  encouraging  and  in- 
creasing. A great  effort  is  making  to  revive  the  Sunday 
school;  and  for  the  continued  prosperity  of  the  parish,  we 
have  cause  to  be  thankful  to  the  great  head  of  the  Church. 
I have  also  preached  once  in  the  adjoining  parish  of  St. 
Mark’s,  whose  place  of  worship  is  yet  in  ruins.  Some  members 
of  St.  Mary’s  Church,  have  opened  a Sunday  school  in  Penns- 
ville,  about  three  miles  from  the  Schuylkill  Bridge;  where  I 
have  officiated  on  Sunday  afternoons,  to  large  and  atten- 
tive congregations. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  N.  S.  Harris,  Rector  of  the  Mission  Church  of  the  Evange- 
lists, Southwark,  Philadelphia.

moved, 5;  present  number,  ISO;  marriages,  10;  burials,  17;

dren catechized,  times,  12;  Sunday  schools,  male,  1;  teachers, 
17;  pupils,  125;  female,  1;  teachers,  20;  pupils,  125;  infant,  1;

Church.  At  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  its  existence,  it 
may  be  considered  as  completed,  for  the  building  is  nearly 
paid  for,  is  habitually  filled  with  worshippers,  many  of  whom 
are  communicants  actively  engaged  in  doing  good,  has  a 
flourishing  Sunday  school,  and  well  conducted  bible  classes. 

Report  of  St.  James’  Church,  Schuylkill  Haven. 

We  have  had  several  services  during  the  past  year,  and  in 
August  last,  a stone  building,  36  by  48,  was  commenced,  which 
has  been  progressing,  as  means  could  be  procured — the  build- 
ing is  now  entirely  enclosed,  and  the  basement  story  completed, 
and  now  occupied  by  the  Sunday  school,  which  is  very  pros- 
perous, numbering  150  scholars;  and  through  which  much  in- 
terest has  been  excited — and  we  trust  much  good  may  be  the 
result.  Within  the  last  ten  days  the  Rev.  Samuel  Buel,  of 
Troy,  New  York,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to  become  the 
Pastor,  and  is  expected  to  commence  his  labours  in  the  course 
of  this  month;  when  we  propose  to  use  the  basement  story  of 
the  Church  until  the  main  building  shall  be  in  readiness  for 
consecration;  which  we  confidently  expect  early  in  the  fall. 
We  have  also  established  a Sunday  school  at  Lewelyn,  a small 
town,  eight  miles  (by  Rail  Road,)  from  Schuylkill  Haven,  and 
in  the  midst  of  a mining  district— the  project  has  been  very 
successful,  and  the  prospect  of  forming  a congregation  in  con- 
nection with  Schuylkill  Haven  very  good,  as  many  persons 
residing  in  the  neighbourhood  are  English,  and  originally 
were  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  England. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  W.  Hallowell. 

Since  my  ordination,  which  took  place  on  the  15th  of  De- 
cember, 1839,  I have  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  an  as- 
sistant to  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Philadelphia. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  R.  G.  Hays,  Missionary,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  in 
Towanda,  Bradford  County. 

Congregation,  families,  17;  adults,  34;  children,  39;  total, 
73;  baptisms,  adults,  2;  children,  16;  also  9 children  without 
the  limits  of  my  parish,  total,  27;  communicants,  14;  public 
services,  on  Sundays,  2;  total,  21;  children  catechized  once; 
Sunday  school  teachers,  4;  pupils,  26. 

I entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  parish  in  February  of  the 
present  year.  With  the  blessing  of  God  upon  my  labours,  I 
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have  succeeded  in  reorganizing  the  Church,  which  was  first 
organized  in  1834.  Its  prospects  now'  are  encouraging.  We 
hope  soon  to  have  a permanent  place  of  worship  of  our  own. 
An  amount  sufficient  to  complete  the  building  has  been  ob- 
tained; it  is  36  by  50  feet,  Gothic  style,  and  according  to  con- 
tract, to  be  finished  by  the  middle  of  next  December. 

The  friends  of  the  Church  at  Athens,  (at  which  place  1 
preach  every  fourth  Sunday)  are  also  making  an  effort  for  the 
erection  of  a Chapel. 

The  attendance  on  the  services  of  the  Church,  both  at 
Towanda  and  Athens,  is  such  as  to  warrant  the  opinion  that 
generally  it  is  regarded  favourably,  and  may  be  permanently 
established  at  both  places. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  George  P.  Hopkins,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Montrose, 

Susquehanna  County. 

Congregation,  families,  21;  baptisms,  adults,  3;  children,  13; 
total,  16;  communicants,  added,  4;  present  number,  16;  mar- 
riages, 1;  burials,  5;  public  services,  105;  Sunday  school  chil- 
dren, 40;  teachers,  6;  collections,  Society  for  the  Advancement 
of  Christianity,  $5, 

I have  been  settled  in  this  parish  about  a year,  and  am 
happy  in  believing  that  its  prospects  are  much  more  flatter- 
ing now  than  they  were  when  I first  took  charge  of  it. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Hilton,  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s  church,  West  Whiteland, 

Chester  County,  and  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Great  Valley,  Chester  County. 

Baptisms,  adults,  3;  infants,  4;  total,  7;  confirmed,  4;  com- 
municants, added,  5;  removed,  1;  present  number,  36;  mar- 
riages, 2;  public  services,  on  Sundays,  52;  other  days,  12;  total, 
64;  children  catechized  in  Sunday  school;  Sunday  schools,  1; 
teachers,  7;  collections,  Convention  Fund,  $3  50;  Society  for 
the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  $6  55;  Missionary  and  other 
purposes,  S25  75;  total,  835  80. 

Besides  the  regular  services  in  the  Church  on  Sundays  and 
other  days,  a meeting,  for  religious  services,  is  held  every 
Wednesday  evening  at  the  Rector’s  house,  which  is  very  well 
attended;  and  such  a degree  of  seriousness  and  devout  atten- 
tion pervades  the  assembly  at  these  meetings,  as  to  afford  very 
reasonable  ground  of  hope  to  the  Rector,  that,  through  the 
divine  blessing,  much  good  will  result  from  this  portion  of  his 
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labours,  in  building  up  that  portion  of  our  Zion  committed  to 
his  care. 

Our  Sunday  school,  necessarily  closed  during  the  winter, 
opened  in  the  Spring  with  renewed  prospects  of  usefulness, 
the  teachers  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  with 
an  increased  sense  of  their  importance — and  with  a determi- 
nation to  use  their  best  efforts  in  training  up  the  lambs  of 
Christ’s  flock  “in  the  way  they  should  go.” 

The  Sewing  Society  of  this  Church  still  continues  its  useful 
labours,  and  through  whose  means,  the  house  of  our  Zion,  will 
soon  be  repaired  and  beautified. 

The  condition  of  this  congregation,  the  Rector  is  happy  to 
say,  is  more  prosperous,  both  in  temporal  and  spiritual  things, 
than  at  any  former  period,  during  his  charge. 

St.  Peter's  Church , Great  Valley , Chester  County. 

Baptisms,  adults,  1;  infants,  2;  total,  3;  confirmed,  1;  com- 
municants, added,  1;  present  number,  28;  services,  on  Sun- 
days, 40;  other  days,  4;  total,  44. 

Though  the  Rector  has  not  had  the  happiness  to  see  any 
special  good  resulting  from  his  labours,  in  this  congregation, 
during  the  past  year;  yet,  he  is  not  altogether  without  hope, 
that  the  seed  of  God’s  word  which  has  been  sown  among  them, 
will,  in  due  time,  produce  the  desired  effect;  and  that,  through 
the  power  of  divine  grace,  many,  ere  long,  will  be  brought  to 
inquire — “What  shall  we  do  to  be  saved.”

Some  members  of  the  congregation  have  subscribed  up- 
wards of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  continued  for  three  years, 
towards  the  education  of  a gentleman  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Protestant  tlpiscopal  Church. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  John  J.  Kerr,  Rector  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  Moyamensing, 

Philadelphia  County. 

I took  charge  of  the  above  named  church  about  the  middle 
of  April  last.  I have  preached  twice  every  Sunday,  occasion- 
ally three  times — and  lectured  every  Thursday  evening.  The 
congregations  are  good  in  general,  and  the  prospect  as  to  their 
increase  is  very  encouraging. 

1 have  preached  once  in  St.  Paul’s,  Trinity, and  the  Church 
of  the  Evangelists,  since  my  connexion  with  St.  Mark’s. 

Owing  to  no  public  record  of  the  progress  of  the  parish  hav- 
ing been  kept,  I am  unable  at  present,  to  give  an  accurate 
statement  of  what  has  been  done,  or  of  the  number  of  families 
or  communicants  belonging  to  the  church. 

There  are  two  Sunday  schools,  an  infant  school,  and  the 
Sunday  school  proper.  They  meet  every  Sunday  morning  at 
8 o’clock,  and  every  afternoon  at  half  past  two  o'clock  ; the 
former  numbers  about  thirty  pupils,  the  latter  about  sixty. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Killikelly,  Rector  of  St  Paul’s  Church,  Kittanning; 
and  St.  Michael’s  Church,  Wayne  Township,  Armstrong  County. 

The  present  report  embraces  the  period  from  the  1st  of 
May  to  the  15th  September,  1839,  during  which  time,  I held 
in  Kittanning,  sixteen  public  services,  baptized  eight  children, 
attended  one  funeral,  celebrated  the  Lord’s  Supper  twice  in 
public,  receiving  one  new  member,  and  administering  the  same 


(JO 


blessed  sacrament  once  in  private,  to  an  aged  and  decrepit 
female.  In  Wayne  Township,  during  the  same  period,  I held 
thirteen  public  services,  baptized  five  children,  and  adminis- 
tered the  holy  communion  twice,  admitting  one  new  member. 
In  Freeport,  I officiated  nine  times,  once  in  St.  Paul’s  Church, 
Laceyville,  and  once  in  Christ  Church,  Allegheny. 

Having  been  urgently  called  to  form  a congregation  at  Vin- 
cennes, Indiana;  and  finding  my  strength  not  equal  to  the  fa- 
tiguing duties  of  a school,  and  the  charge  of  two  congregations 
widely  apart,  I was  induced  to  tear  myself  from  a people  among 
whom  1 had  laboured  for  several  years,  I trust  with  some  de- 
gree of  acceptance,  and  towards  whose  eternal  good  my  best 
efforts  were  ever  directed.  On  a review  of  the  past,  although 
I find  much  to  lament,  I yet  am  cheered  by  the  hope,  that  un- 
der the  sustaining  influences  of  divine  grace,  I shall,  in  due 
time,  recognise  among  the  saints  in  light,  many  of  those  be- 
loved friends  with  whom  I “took  sweet  counsel,  and  walked 
unto  the  house  of  God,”  in  this  portion  of  his  vineyard. 

For  the  Church  in  Pennsylvania,  with  its  honoured  head 
and  dear  brethren,  the  fervent  aspiration  of  my  soul  is,  “ Peace 
be  xvithin  thee . ” 

Report  of  the  Rev.  George  Kirke,  late  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Yardley- 
ville,  and  Grace  Church,  Hulmcville. 

Services  were  discontinued  in  these  Churches  by  their  late 
minister,  on  Sunday,  March  29th;  since  which  time,  he  has  by 
invitation,  officiated  a number  of  times  for  three  or  four  of 
the  brethren,  administering  the  Lord’s  Supper  for  one  of  them 
not  yet  in  Priest’s  Orders  in  West  Chester,  and  assisting  in  the 
same  rite  elsewhere.  From  the  period  of  his  last  report  down 
to  the  aforementioned  date,  he  had  public  services  on  the 
Lord’s  day,  48  times  at  St.  Andrew’s,  Yardleyville,  and  53 
times  at  Grace  Church,  Hulmcville,  with  a few  occasional 
services,  both  within,  and  beyond  the  limits  of  these  parishes, 
on  other  days.  There  have  been  no  confirmations  during  the 
time  embraced  in  this  communication,  but  several  persons 
were  left  in  a state  of  preparation  for  that  rite.  At.  St.  An- 
drew’s the  Lord’s  Supper  was  administered  but  once,  in  con- 
sequence of  an  appointment  of  the  Bishop  for  that  purpose,  at 
an  ordination,  to  take  place  in  this  church,  soon  after  it  was 
given  up.  One,  perhaps  I should  say  two  communicants,  have, 
however,  been  added.  At  Grace  Church,  Hulmeville,  there 
have  been  two  communions,  but  with  no  actual  addition  to 
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the  Lord’s  Table.  The  present  number,  after  striking  out  the 
name  of  one  removed,  being  four.  Two  persons,  making  a 
profession  of  an  interest  in  Christ,  and  desiring  to  have  their 
names  entered  as  members,  together  with  two  others  profes- 
sing religion  about  the  same  time,  were  in  consequence  of  a 
great  and  sudden  change  in  the  business  of  the  place,  obliged 
to  remove  before  they  had  an  opportunity  of  availing  them- 
selves of  the  Christian’s  privilege.  Indeed,  about  this  time, 
notwithstanding  the  fermentings  of  an  anti-christian  leaven, 
there  were  no  small  indications  of  the  Grace  of  Godin  this 
parish.  Six  children  belonging  to  the  persons  just  made  men- 
tion of,  have  been  baptized,  and  one  at  St.  Andrew’s  Church, 
Yardleyville,  being  the  first  time  this  rite  has  ever  been  ad- 
ministered in  these  churches;  and  in  this  last  named  congrega- 
tion there  was,  to  all  appearance,  when  the  Parish  was  re- 
linquished, a good  state  of  feeling,  if  not  the  beginnings  of  a 
work  of  Grace.  This  congregation,  besides  fulfilling  their 
pecuniary  engagements  with  their  late  Pastor,  have,  during 
the  past  year,  erected  a handsome  steeple  to  their  Church 
edifice,  and  though  involved  in  debt  and  difficulty,  when  he 
entered  on  his  labours  amongst  (hem,  are  now  considered 
nearly  free  from  both.  At  Hulmeville,  considerably  more 
than  glOO  has  been  raised,  which  not  only  pays  offi  all  the 
debts  remaining  on  the  Church  and  Church-yard,  but  leaves 
a handsome  surplus  on  hand.  Collections  for  the  Diocesan 
Society  and  other  purposes,  were  taken  up  before  the  writer 
of  this  report  left  the  county,  in  both  Churches.  The  Sun- 
day school  belonging  to  Grace  Church,  not  having  been  open- 
ed for  the  season,  it  is  not  easy  to  form  an  opinion  of  its  pros- 
pects. It  is  feared,  however,  that  they  will  not  be  more  en- 
couraging than  formerly.  There  has  been  one  funeral  from 
this  Parish,  and  one,  and  two  marriages,  in  that  of  St.  An- 
drew’s. A handsome  donation  of  books  from  the  Bishop 
White  Parish  Library  Association,  for  the  use  of  the  Rector, 
has  been  left  with  a Committee  of  the  Vestry  of  this  Church, 
for  his  successor. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Alfred  Louderback,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Danville, 

Columbia  County,  and  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Sunbury,  Northumberland 

County. 

Christ  Church , Danville. 

Congregation,  families,  about  13;  adults,  28;  total  in  atten- 


dance  varying  from  50  to  170;  baptisms,  adults,  1;  infants,  6; 
communicants,  added,  8;  removed,  4;  present  number,  14; 
confirmed,  7;  married,  2;  funerals,  2;  public  services,  2 every 
other  Sunday,  and  one  every  Friday  evening;  children  cate- 
chized in  the  Sunday  school;  Sunday  school,  1;  male  teachers, 
5;  female,  5;  pupils,  about  50;  collections,  Bishop  White 
Prayer  Book  Society,  84,75;  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania,  $3,60;  Convention  fund,  $2,82. 

St.  Matthew's  Church,  Sunbury. 

Congregation,  families,  about  20;  adults,  40;  total  in  atten- 
dance, about  150;  baptisms,  adults,  2;  infants,  5;  confirmed, 
10;  communicants,  added,  10;  present  number,  21;  public  ser- 
vices, 2 every  other  Sunday;  Sunday  school,  1;  male  teachers, 
7;  female,  14;  pupils,  90;  children  catechized  in  the  school; 
bible  class,  1;  members,  25;  collections,  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  Pennsylvania,  84,25;  Convention  fund,  83,67. 

The  prospect  of  increase,  in  both  of  these  Parishes,  is  about 
the  same  as  was  reported  last  year.  It  will  be  the  work  of 
years,  to  give  the  Church  a permanent  footing  in  either  place. 
Yet,  although  the  work  may  be  slow,  we  have  reason  to  ex- 
pect that  it  will  be  sure  in  its  operation;  and  we  shall  reap 
in  due  time,  if  we  faint  not. 

Through  the  exertions  of  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  the  Church 
at  Sunbury  has  been  provided  with  a new  organ,  at  the  cost 
of  8400,  one  half  of  which  has  been  paid. 

I have,  for  the  year  past,  held  a third  service,  about  two 
miles  from  Danville,  which  has  been  well  attended;  besides 
preaching  occasionally  at  other  places  in  the  neighbourhood, 
and  at  a distance.  May  God  add  his  blessing. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Tiffany  Lord,  Rector  of  St.  Mark’s  Church,  New 
Milford,  Susquehanna  County,  and  Missionary. 

Congregation,  families,  28;  adults,  87;  children,  44;  total, 
131;  baptisms,  infants,  1;  confirmations,  4;  communicants,  add- 
ed, 1;  present  number,  32;  marriages,  2;  burials,  1;  public 
services,  on  Sundays,  108;  other  days,  12;  total,  120;  children 
catechized,  about  30;  times,  9;  Sunday  school,  in  which  there 
were  5 teachers  and  35  scholars,  was  closed  through  the  win- 
ter, and  has  not  yet  been  re-opened,  but  is  designed  to  be  soon. 
Collections,  Episcopal  fund,  $4,22;  Society  for  Advancement 
of  Christianity,  813,59;  Convention  fund,  84,17;  Bishop  White 
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Prayer  Book  Society,  §2,75;  other  purposes,  §58,53;  total, 
§83,26. 

The  interior  of  our  Church  has  been  painted,  the  Church- 
yard levelled  and  improved,  and  enclosed  by  a new  railing, 
and  a number  of  handsome  trees  planted  in  the  yard.  I have 
officiated  in  school  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  a few  times, 
having  full  and  attentive  congregations.  Nothing  else  par- 
ticularly interesting  or  encouraging  has  transpired  since  my 
last  report,  to  require  notice. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  R.  Lambert,  officiating  Minister  of  St.  Paul’s  Church, 

Philadelphia. 

Baptisms,  adults,  8;  infants,  10;  total,  18;  communicants, 
added,  28;  died  or  removed,  8;  present  number,  480:  confirm- 
ed, 26;  marriages,  7;  burials,  9;  bible  classes,  2;  Sunday 
schools,  male,  2;  teachers,  16;  pupils,  175;  female,  2;  teachers, 
24;  pupils,  276;  total,  schools,  4;  teachers,  40;  pupils,  451;  col- 
lections, Missionary  and  other  purposes,  about  $1600. 

I took  the  charge  of  this  Church  in  January  last,  at  the 
solicitation  of  its  Vestry.  Services  have  been  regularly  per- 
formed, and  an  encouraging  interest  and  seriousness  have 
been  evinced.  I humbly  trust  that  some  good  has  been  ef- 
fected. But  the  Church  has  laboured  under  those  disadvan- 
tages incident  to  the  separation  of  a beloved  Pastor  from  his 
flock.  These  embarrassments,  however,  have  been  greatly 
relieved  by  the  valuable  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bent,  whose 
labours  were  called  to  another  field  at  the  time  when  I as- 
sumed its  duties.  The  Church  is  now  without  a Pastor,  and 
it  is  earnestly  to  be  desired  that  one  shall  be  provided,  who 
may  enlist  her  affections,  and  call  forth  her  most  efficient 
action. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Freeman  Lane,  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Springville, 

Susquehanna  county,  and  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  Pike,  Bradford  county. 

Congregation,  families,  40;  adults,  1 1 S;  children,  62;  total, 
180;  baptisms,  adults,  2;  confirmed,  7;  communicants,  36; 
marriages,  3;  burials,  3;  public  services  about  45;  Sunday 
school  teachers,  4;  pupils,  23;  bible  classes,  members,  16;  col- 
lections, Convention  fund,  §5,25;  Society  Advancement  of 
Christianity,  §2;  other  purposes,  850;  total,  §57,25. 

The  congregation  has  been,  for  the  year  past,  very  well 
sustained.  Through  the  winter,  the  bible  class  has  been 
promptly  attended,  under  the  instruction  of  the  Rector,  and 
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has  been  a source  of  great  satisfaction  to  him.  The  labours 
of  your  Missionary  have  been  considerably  interrupted  by 
the  severe  and  protracted  sickness  of  his  family,  which,  for 
many  weeks,  seemed  to  command  his  whole  attention. 

St.  Mathew's  Church,  Pike,  Bradford  County. 

The  congregation  has  not  been  more  numerous  or  interesting 
for  several  years,  than  it  has  for  the  year  last  past.  Commu- 
nicants, 22;  public  services,  4S;  collections,  the  Convention 
fund,  $4,25;  other  purposes,  about  $40.  The  distance  be- 
tween the  residence  of  your  Missionary  and  the  Church,  at 
Pike,  about  sixteen  miles,  renders  it  impossible  for  him  to 
spend  as  much  time  with  the  people  there  as  he  would  be 
very  glad  to  do. 

In  the  Church  at  Springville,  there  has  been  some  excite- 
ment for  a few  months,  as  there  is  apt  to  be  at  times,  in  all 
Protestant  Churches.  Under  the  despotic  government  of  the 
Papal  Church,  men  do  not  distract  their  minds  about  their 
creed  or  the  principles  of  government.  All  there  is  passive 
obedience;  all  there  move  upon  a calm  and  unruffled  sea, 
even  a dead  sea  of  black  and  bitter  waters.  But  we  move 
upon  a living  stream,  for  ever  pure,  for  ever  active.

Since  the  last  annual  report,  this  parish  has  been  apparent- 
ly prospered,  both  in  temporal  and  spiritual  things.  The 
zeal  and  perseverance  of  its  friends  have  been  rewarded  by 
witnessing  the  completion  of  the  Church  building,  and  its  con- 
secration to  the  worship  of  God  on  the  24th  of  November  last. 
For  this  we  are  partly  indebted  to  the  kind  interest  and  libe- 
ral donations  of  our  friends  in  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere. 

There  has  been  manifested  at  the  same  time  by  the  congre- 
gation, a most  commendable  and  self-denying  spirit  during  a 
period  of  great  pecuniary  distress. 

There  have  been  two  confirmations  during  the  year,  and  a 
third  has  been  appointed  on  Sunday,  May  31st,  for  which  an 
encouraging  number  of  candidates  are  preparing. 

St.  John’s  Church,  Concord. 

From  August  1st  to  January  1st,  I supplied  this  vacant  con- 
gregation. During  this  time  I officiated  eighteen  Sundays, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion  twice,  and  baptized  one 
infant.

In  addition  to  the  above,  for  my  present  station  at  Water- 
ford, I beg  to  state,  that  shortly  after  my  last  report  to  the 
Bishop,  in  consequence  of  the  ineffectual  attempts  to  procure 
an  organization  of  the  church  at  Mercer,  I deemed  it  my  du- 
ty to  extend  my  services  as  Missionary,  to  various  vacant 
congregations,  and  such  situations  as  afforded  a field  for  my 
labours. 

The  summer  and  autumn  up  to  Nov.  1st,  were  thus  occu- 
pied, in  a circuit  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  miles  each 
fortnight,  officiating  on  an  average  six  times  in  its  course,  viz;

a portion  of  those  above  reported  at  Waterford. 

Since  November  1st,  my  duties  have  been  confined  to  Wa-

The  depressed  condition  of  business  has  prevented  any  at- 
tempt towards  the  erection  of  a new  Church,  and  has  also  oc- 
casioned some  variation  in  the  amount  of  our  quarterly  col- 
lections—the  last  of  these  occurring  previous  to  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention  has  been  postponed,  which  accounts  for 
there  being  no  amount  raised  for  the  Episcopal  Fund.  In  Oc- 
tober, the  minister  of  the  Parish  received  Priest’s  Orders — 
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since  which  the  Communion  has  been  regularly  administered 
monthly  and  on  the  festival  of  Christmas  and  Easter. 

The  frequent  changes  in  the  Parish  from  the  removal  of 
its  families,  continue  to  be  sources  of  discouragement;  but  it 
is  hoped  that  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  have  not  been 
wholly  lost  in  a community  where  they  are  greatly  needed.

I entered  upon  the  duties  of  Rector  of  the  above  named 
Church  about  the  beginning  of  June  last.  My  connexion  with 
the  Gettysburg  Female  Seminary, entered  into  at  a prior  date, 
prevented  me  during  the  early  part  of  the  past  year,  from  de- 
voting my  time  so  fully  to  the  interests  of  the  congregation  as 
I desired  to  do.  Late  in  the  autumn  J resigned  the  office  of 
Principal  of  that  institution,  and  removed  within  the  limits  of 
my  parochial  charge.  I have  preached  alternately  at  Christ 
Church,  Huntingdon,  and  at  the  Chapel,  recently  erected  in 
Petersburg.  At  the  latter  place  the  attendance  is  usually 
good,  and  a marked  degree  of  attention  given  to  the  word  of 
life.  I regret  to  add,  that  our  Chapel  edifice  has  been  injured 
by  a violent  storm  which  occurred  about  the  middle  of  April, 
and  at  the  same  time  a considerabe  part  of  the  barn  on  the 
farm  belonging  to  the  church,  was  blown  down — I fear  that  in 
repairing  these  injuries,  we  shall  subject  ourselves  to  pecu- 
niary embarrassments.  Besides  my  regular  services.  I have 
preached  at  Whites  town,  at  Heidlersburg,  and  other  places  in 
the  vicinitv.

The  report 
now  otfered,  extends  back  to  the  first  of  August  last,  at  which 
time  the  charge  of  the  Church  was  undertaken  by  the  present 
rector.  The  beautiful  building  in  which  we  worship,  had  then 
but  just  been  completed;  and  though  it  might  have  been  es- 
teemed a hazardous  experiment  to  undertake  the  erection  of 
such  an  edifice  in  a place  which  could  number  but  two  or 
three  Episcopal  families,  and  where  the  ground  had  been  oc- 
cupied by  other  denominations;  and  though  various  circum- 
stances have  combined  to  cause  disappointment  in  regard  to 
the  aid  which  was  expected  from  other  sources;  yet  through 
the  blessing  of  God  on  the  liberal  spirit,  and  the  enterprising 
exertions  of  the  Vestry,  the  undertaking  has  been  well  sus- 
tained. Every  obstacle  has  been  surmounted,  and  every  claim 
against  the  church,  honorably  met.  And  though  still  encum- 
bered with  a debt  of  about  two  thousand  dollars — to  which 
amount  a loan  has  been  obtained — the  hope  is  entertained 
that  the  Church  will  be  able  to  sustain  itself,  without  con- 
nection with  any  other  parish.  The  congregation  is  increas- 
ing; prejudice  against  our  service  is  wearing  away;  and  the 
cheering  expectation  is  confidently  indulged  that,  in  a short 
time,  our  beloved  and  Apostolic  Church,  with  all  its  health- 
ful holy  influences  on  the  cause  of  sober  and  substantial  pie- 
ty, will  be  established  in  the  midst  of  an  intelligent  and  thriv- 
ing community  on  a firm  and  lasting  foundation.

On  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey  to  the  Epis- 
copate of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  (on  the  9th  of 
May,  1839,)  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter’s  Church  became  va- 
cant, and  the  parish  thereby  deprived  of  the  invaluable 
services  of  one,  who,  for  a period  of  seventeen  years  had  la- 
bored faithfully  and  successfully  in  behalf  of  Christ  and  his 
Church.  The  blessings  of  a whole  parish  go  with  their  former 
pastor,  and  his  name  (bound  up  as  it  is  with  their  present 
prosperity,)  is  deservedly  dear  to  the  hearts  of  young  and  old. 
Immediately  on  the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey, 
the  present  Rector  elect,  then  his  assistant,  became  the  of- 
ficiating minister,  and  held  the  station  till  the  28th  of  April, 
1840,  when  he  was  called  to  the  rectorship. 

May  the  peace  and  harmony  which  have  attended  this 
parish  since  its  establishment,  rest  upon  it  in  future.  May 
the  people,  (directed  by  the  Great  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of 
souls,  and  guided  by  the  old  landmarks  which  their  fathers

have  set,)  continue  to  show  forth  the  Spirit  of  their  Divine 
Lord,  and  to  maintain  inviolate,  the  faith  of  the  “one  Catholic 
and  Apostolic  Church,”  which  is  the  body  of  Christ,  “the  ful- 
ness of  him  that  filleth  all  in  all.”

Until  the  first  of  last  April,  I continued  in  charge  of  the 
Mount  Vernon  Institute;  and  at  the  instance  of  the  Trustees, 
1 removed  on  that  date  to  West  Chester,  and  assumed  the 
care  of  the  Academy. 

During  the  past  year,  I have  performed  the  service  of  our 
Church,  and  preached  to  the  pupils  every  Sunday.  In  the 
afternoon,  they  have  formed  a Sunday  school,  which  I have 
superintended.  The  catechizm  has  been  recited  regularly. 
I have  preached  56  times:  married  2 couple:  and  baptized  2 
infants. 

Report  of  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Ridgely,  Rector  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  Newtown, 

Bucks  county. 

Communicants,  added,  3:  whole  number,  18:  baptisms,  2: 
Sunday  schools,  1:  pupils,  boys,  30:  girls,  40:  whole  number, 
70:  teachers,  12:  children  catechized  occasionally:  services 
twice  on  Sunday,  and  once  during  the  week.  There  are 
several  awaiting  confirmation,  in  order  to  communion  with 
the  Church. 

The  Rector  has  been  accustomed  to  devote  every  alternate 
Sunday  to  missionary  labour  in  the  country  around.  The 
Sunday  which  would  otherwise  have  thus  been  left  vacant, 
has,  (during  the  last  six  months)  been  supplied  by  the  effi- 
cient services  of  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Colton. 

The  present  incumbent  expects  to  relinquish  the  charge  of 
St.  Luke’s  Church,  immediately  after  this  Convention,  in  or- 
der more  fully  to  attend  to  two  or  three  interesting  stations 
in  the  vicinity:  at  one  of  which  (Centreville)  a congregation 
has  been  organized  with  fair  prospects  of  success,  and  a new 
and  very  neat  little  Church  is  nearly  completed.  There  are 
several  other  positions  at  which  the  Church  could,  I think, 
be  without  much  difficulty  established.

Much  praise 
is  due  to  the  lay  members  of  this  infant  Parish,  for  the  promp- 
titude and  zeal,  with  which  the  design  of  procuring  the  erec- 
tion of  a suitable  edifice  for  public  worship  has  been  prose- 
cuted and  sustained.  This  edifice,  the  corner  stone  of  which 
was  laid  by  the  Bishop,  with  appropriate  services,  on  Easter 
Tuesday,  the  21st  ultimo,  will,  probably,  be  ready  for  conse- 
cration in  October  next. 

These  Churches  were  taken  charge  of  in  December  last, 
by  the  present  Minister,  who  cannot  be  sufficiently  thankful 


for  the  Divine  blessing  on  his  humble  effort  to  impart  to  them 
a gradual,  and,  as  he  trusts,  a permanent  increase.

Report  of  the  Rev.  P.  Van  Pelt. 

During  the  preceding  twelve-month  I have  suffered  much 
from  indisposition.  As,  however,  the  state  of  my  health  would 
admit,  I have  laboured  in*  the  same  manner  as  noticed  in  my 
previous  reports,  viz.,  visiting  the  sick,  officiating  at  the  pub- 
lic Institutions,  and  in  destitute  Parishes;  assisting  such  of  my 
brethren  in  the  ministry  as  requested  the  aid  of  my  services; 
and  attending  to  my  duties  as  Secretary  of  the  “ Board  of 
Missions.” 

Report  of  the  Rev.  Enos  Woodward,  Missionary  and  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
in  the  City  and  County  of  Alleghany,  from  November  the  1st,  1839,  being 
the  time  at  which  the  present  Rector  entered  upon  the  parochial  duties  of  the 
Parish,  to  May  1st,  1840,  comprising  a period  of  six  months. 

Congregation,  families,  about  30;  and  some  parts  of  families 
compose  the  congregation;  the  precise  number  not  ascertain- 
ed; baptisms,  infants  and  children,  17;  total,  17.  Several 
candidates  for  confirmation  are  waiting  the  visit  of  the  Bishop, 
in  hope  then  to  receive  it;  communicants,  added,  20;  died,  1; 
present  number,  56;  marriages,  2;  burials,  2;  public  services, 
on  Sundays,  47;  on  other  days,  17;  total,  64;  the  whole  Sun- 
day school  is  occasionally  catechized;  Sunday  schools,  male 
teachers,  6;  pupils,  20;  female  teachers,  3;  pupils,  30;  total, 
schools,  1;  teachers,  9;  pupils,  50;  bible  classes,  1;  members,  8. 
This  class  is  but  recently  commenced.  Collections,  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  S8. 

This  Church  has,  until  recently,  been  pressed  with  debt, 
and  is.  at  this  time,  though  free  from  debt,  labouring  under 
great  inconvenience  and  hindrance  in  their  course  of  useful- 
ness, for  the  want  of  a larger  and  more  comfortable  house  to 
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worship  in.  They  have  therefore  felt  it  their  duty  to  devote 
all  their  pecuniary  energies  to  the  erection  of  a more  spa- 
cious and  permanent  church  edifice.  This  will  account  for  the 
leanness  of  our  public  collections  for  Missionary  purposes  the 
present  vear.  We  do  hope,  should  it  please  our  heavenly 
Father,  to  enable  us  to  complete  our  contemplated  church,  that 
we  shall  not  be  backward  in  the  support  of  the  benevolent 
institutions  of  the  day,  to  the  extent  of  our  abilities. 

The  want  of  my  usual  health  has  hitherto  prevented  me 
from  paying  full  attention  to  the  Sunday  school  and  bible  class. 
Through  mercy  my  usual  health  appears  to  be  again  restor- 
ed, which  will  enable  me,  I trust,  to  be  more  vigilant  and 
useful  in  this,  and  every  other  brunch  of  my  Parochial  duties 
in  future.  In  addition  to  my  labours  in  this  parish,  I have 
officiated  seven  times  in  Pittsburgh;  twice  in  Trinity  church, 
and  five  times  in  St.  Andrew’s. 

As  to  the  spiritual  state  of  our  church  and  congregation, 
there  is,  I trust,  an  encouraging  growth  in  grace,  and  a going 
on  to  know  the  Lord  manifesting  itself  in  the  happy  experience 
of  many.  The  deep  interest  which  is  taken  in  the  solemn  wor- 
ship of  the  church,  as  well  as  in  the  preaching  of  the  word, 
the  Christian  attachment  and  affection  which  seem  to  bind 
the  whole  together,  with  many  other  indications  of  their  ad- 
vancement in  the  knowledge  and  love  of  God,  call  for  our 
highest  ascriptions  ot  praise  and  thanksgiving.  May  it  still 
abound  more  and  more,  even  unto  the  perfect  day.

To  ac- 
commodate them,  the  rector  has  officiated  at  a school  house 
every  four  weeks,  and  at  other  places  in  different  parts  of  the 
country,  in  all,  thirteen  times.

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in  various  other  places.  What  the  result  of  these  labours 
has  been,  “ the  day  of  the  Lord  will  declare.”  The  Sunday 
school  of  this  Parish  has  been  small ; and  was  discontinued 
during  the  winter,  but  is  now  in  operation  with  the  prospect 
of  increased  numbers  and  usefulness.

During  the  past  year,  the  congregation  has  expended  four 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  on  repairs  and  improvements  in  the 
Church,  which  accounts  for  the  small  amount  raised  for  mis- 
sionary and  other  objects.  By  the  addition  of  several  new 
pew  holders,  and  the  augmented  subscriptions  of  some  donors, 
the  rector  is  placed  above  the  need  of  foreign  aid;  and  the 
congregation  (for  the  first  time)  sustains  itself,  which,  in  a 
town  of  such  growing  importance  as  York,  it  ought  to  do.  Ex- 
cept during  the  two  months  occupied  by  the  alterations  made 
in  the  building,  the  entire  ecclesiastical  year  has  been  observ- 
ed, and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  on  the  principal 
Festivals. 


Report  of  the  Rev.  J.  Wiltbank,  Chaplain  of  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

He  respectfully  reports,  that  his  services  for  the  past  year 
have  been  regularly  conducted  at  the  Naval  Asylum  at  this 
place,  and  he  hopes  with  a good  effect.  In  addition  to  the  sailors 
maimed  and  worn  out  in  the  service  of  their  country,  he  has 
had  an  accession  of  twenty  midshipmen  with  a professor  of 
Mathematics  to  instruct  and  qualify  them  for  the  examination 
requisite  to  their  promotion  to  “Passed  Midshipmen.”  This

arrangement  opens  a Held  for  further  usefulness,  and  he  hopes 
will  prove  the  nucleus  for  the  permanent  foundation  ofa  JSJa- 
val  Academy  of  equal  activity  and  celebrity  to  that  at  West

This  congregation  is  at  present  without  a rector,  the  Rev. 
Richard  F.  Burnham  having  resigned  the  charge  of  the  parish 
on  the  27th  February  last.  Throughout  the  year,  when  not 
supplied  by  a clergymen,  the  lay  worship  of  the  Church,  and 
reading  sermons  has  been  regularly  resorted  to  on  Sunday 
mornings,  amounting  to  twenty-seven  occasions,  and  as  we 
trust,  with  good  effect. 

In  November  last,  a Sunday  school  was  organised  in  this 
village.  It  is  now  under  the  care  of  a superintendent  and 
three  teachers,  and  numbers  IS  children  of  both  sexes. 

Last  fall  a heavy  stone  wall  was  erected  in  order  to  level  a 
lot  upon  the  mountain  side,  on  which  we  anticipate  soon  to 
commence  the  erection  of  a church,  unavoidable  circumstan- 
ces have  prevented  our  beginning  the  work  earlier  in  the  sea- 
son, as  we  had  fully  intended  to  have  done.

The  state  of  this  congregation  is  rather  encouraging.  The 
services  of  the  church  are  generally  well  attended.

However,  the  rec- 
tor, conscious  that  more  efficient  means  may  be  devised,  will 
have  the  schools  in  both  his  parishes,  made  auxiliary  to  the 
Diocesan  Society,  and  will  adopt  such  mode  of  instruction  as 
may  be  recommended.
